There has been a general movement on the part 
of a number of national organizations toward the 
elimination of annual meetings or conventions on the 
ground that the present conditions in the country do 
not warrant the expenditure of the time and money 
involved in the:holding of such gatherings. Such a 
deduction is based upon mistaken economy and a 
false view of the real place of the convention in indus- 
trial or business life. 

If there ever were a year in which gatherings of 
the different trades and industries for the serious con- 
sideration of the problems facing the government and 
the industries themselves were absolutely necessary it 
is this year 1917. There must be general, united, 
intelligent study of the effect of the war situation 
upon industry, the needs of the government, the re- 
sources of the industries and the country to meet sucl: 
needs, and the development of that co-operation 
without which the prosecution of the war cannot be 
placed upon a wise and effective basis. To effect 
such co-operation there is no common meeting ground 
which approaches the convention of a great industry, 
where business men discuss business problems con- 
structively. 

President Wilson has declared that there is no 
sufficient reason why conventions should not be held 
as usual and as planned—not alone on the ground 
that such gatherings foster patriotic sentiment, but 
also because they consolidate the industry into work- 
ing committees through which both the government 
and the trades represented cannot but be the gainers 
through the free interchange of facts and more com- 
plete knowledge of actual conditions. 

It is not a year for convention entertainments—yet 
the more business problems considered the more gen- 
eral the understanding of actual conditions and the 
more general the participation of the business men of 
the nation in the solution of present-day problems. 


WHY FLAXSEED PRICES TODAY DO 
NOT REPRESENT MARKET VALUES 
IN FLAXSEED. 


A review of the Duluth flaxseed market shows 
that Friday’s close for the July option was on a 
basis of $3.10 a bushel, as compared with a $3.77 
basis for the same option a few weeks ago. This 
at its face would indicate that the market has weak- 
ened materially to the extent of an actual decline 
of 67 cents per bushel. The actual facts, treating 
of values instead of prices, throw an entirely dif- 
ferent light upon the actual market condition. 

Perhaps no better illustration could be found of 
the distinction between market price and market value 
than is presented in this instance. While there has 
been an actual decline of 67 cents a bushel in flax- 
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seed, it is not a decline that has benefited consumers 
to any such extent as the figures would indicate—in 
other words, purchases cannot be made at the re- 
duced price in any appreciable amount. 

The elimination of optional buying of flaxseed 
through the action of the Duluth Board of Trade, 
which was in line with the general movement on 
the part of similar boards trading in grains, in turn 
brought about by the demand for regulation of 
speculative trading, has created a situation without 
precedent in flaxseed trading. Under this regula- 
tion the buying of flaxseed in the options was wholly 
eliminated, except for such buying as was neces- 
sary to close out short transactions. While this 
regulation was effective in checking speculative buy- 
ing, it also had the undesirable effect of prevent- 
ing purchases by consumers to meet their genuine 
demands, with the result that all the pressure on 
the market has come from the selling side. The in- 
evitable result of this liquidation was that prices 
were forced to lower levels, irrespective of the laws 
of supply and demand. Reports from our corres- 
pondents in the Northwestern markets assert that 
crushers are badly in need of seed supplies, but 
that under existing conditions—and during the life 
of the restrictive regulation—they can trade only 
in the cash commodity. 


That the market prices are not a true criterion 
of actual conditions is still further evidenced by the 
fact that even should the crushers attempt to pur- 
chase required seed the amounts of such seed com- 
ing into the market are not sufficient to meet the 
demand. In fact, it was reported by our Minne- 
apolis correspondent within a fortnight that after the 
seed house buyers had taken their quota of sup- 
plies there was so little left that the crushers were 
not able to obtain more than 25 per cent of their 
requirements, with the further handicap that the 
seed obtained was of poor quality. The supplies 
in the bins are running low, and indications point 
to a continuance of these conditions until the en- 
trance upon the market of the new crop. Reports 
from the Northwest are to the effect that some 
crushers, in view of the supply stringency for the 
reasons just epitomized, have been ready to pay an 
appreciable premium over the market price, and | 
yet have been unable to secure seed. 

Eliminating duplications between the principal 
markets the total receipts of seed since the begin- 
ning of the crop year are little if any in excess of 
14,500,000 bushels. Imports of seed since the 
beginning of the crop year will increase this total 
by approximately 8,500,000 bushels, or a total of 
23,000,000 bushels. Placing the requirements of 
the country at 28,000,000 bushels, it will be neces- 
sary to find 5,000,000 bushels of seed to round out 
requirements before the new crop shall be available. 
In view of the fact that all reports agree that the 
domestic supply of seed is approaching exhaustion 
—and that no seed is coming forward to this coun- 
try from the Argentine—it is evident that there is 
nothing in the statistical situation which would 
create the present apparent weakness in price. 

There is, however, another factor in the situation 
which must be taken in connection with the market 
conditions as already summarized—the. reports on 
acreage sown to flaxseed this season in the Amer- 
ican and Canadian Northwests. It is still too early 
to receive definite data as to acreage, yet reports 
from different sections have been coming to hand 
and have been of a favorable nature. 

This is exemplified in a report issued this week 
by the secretary of the Northwest Grain Dealers’ 
Association of Canada, which stated that flax acre- 
age in the three principal Canadian provinces shows 
an increase of 8.3 per cent. over the acreage of 
last year. While this is the only report from an 
official or semi-ofhicial source private advices are 
to the effect that the acreage in the American North- 
west will show a greater proportionate increase. 
Montana, especially, has sent forth encouraging re- 
ports and as this is a section from which the choic- 
est seed is obtained the outlook for the American 
crop is thereby enhanced. 

While these reports naturally can have no ef- 
fect upon the supply of seed to be available before 
the new crop is marketed, yet nevertheless such 
preliminary statements of acreage conditions have 
always exerted an influence upon the flaxseed mar- 
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ket. Just how much effect they have had upon 
present prices is problematital, but whatever such 
effect may have been it does not militate against 
the statement summarized in the caption of this 
editorial summary—Present flaxseed prices do not 
represent market values in flaxseed. 


THE GOVERNMENT WOULD CON- 
SERVE PETROLEUM—WHY NOT EN- 
SURE NECESSARY PIPES AND WELL 
SUPPLIES? 








The nation was threatened with a tin container 
famine and the government through the Council of 
National Defense quickened the output. of | steel 
plates, and gave preference to plates from the mills 
to the canneries and to the finished products to the 
handlers. 

The nation has been threatened with a scarcity 
of petroleum products, and for weeks the govern- 
ment officials have urged conservation. Within a 
week the Chairman of the Coal Committee of the 
Council of National Defense, Francis S. Peabody, 
declared that the country is not producing petroleum 
enough to win the war, and that if nothing is done 
to increase the output and produce new wells the 
reserve supply will be exhausted before the war ends. 
The outcome of the war, he declared, depends much 
upon the supply of oil and food. Only last week the 
Reporter published a special dispatch from its Wash- 
ington representative to the effect that the use of 
gasoline or motor fuel oil for pleasure purposes may 
be prohibited by direction of the Council. 

But is this necessary? Is there not a more 
— solution to the problem of petroleum sup- 
ply? 

Reports from every producing petroleum field. in 
this country agree that more work would be done, 
more wells driven, more crude oil produced were 
the operators in a position to obtain the necessary 
pipes and oil well supplies. It is not so much a ques- 
tion of the cost—although this has increased enor- 
mously—from 20 to 300 per cent.—as of the fact 
that the materials cannot be obtained at any price by 
the smaller operators. The larger companies with 
ample capital and with still more foresight as a rule 
provided themselves for the stringency they felt as- 
sured would arise. The smaller producers, and the 
men whose wildcat explorations have brought in so 
many wells in the past have been so handicapped that 
hundreds of wells, otherwise producers, have never 
been brought in. 

As an example of prices now demanded for pipe, 
without which the production of crude oil is an im- 
possibility, the following quotations from one of the 
largest producers in this country are given:— 


Steel line pipe, 10-inch, weight 32.51—July 1, 
1915—95c.; July 1, 1916—$1.31; April 12, 
191 7—$2.05; May |, 1917—$2.48. 

8-inch, weight 25.41—July 1, 1915—7434c.; 
July 1, 1916—79'%4c.; April 12, 1917—$1.60; 
May 1, 1917—$1.77. 

6-inch, weight 19.46—July 1, 1915—54'%4c.; 
July 1, 1916—7434c.; April 12, 1917—$1.19; 
May |, 1917—$1.32. 


In addition to these increases—and all sizes of 
pipe are affected, as well as 41% inch drill stem— 
drilling rigs have increased 25 per cent.; rotaries, 25 
per cent.; pumps, 30 per cent.; engines, 25 per cent. ; 
rubber goods, 30 per cent.; boilers, 100 per cent: ; 
wire cable, 100 per cent.; manila cable, 100 per 
cent. Labor has increased 25 per cent.; wooden 
tanks 20 per cent. and strainers 30 per cent. These 
prices are those prevailing in the Coastal fields of 
Texas, but they are comparative with those in the 
other fields of the country. 

The price of crude oil and of refined products 
has not kept pace with the cost of materials, but 
nevertheless work has been pushed as vigorously as 
possible to take advantage of the unusual prices ob- 
tained. That the limit under present conditions has 
been reached unless relief as to materials shall be 
vouchsafed is the general opinion of oil men the 
country over. But such dreary prognostications of 
petroleum failure by those not of the craft are re- 
sented on the ground that given the materials the 
petroleum men of the country can get the oil. 
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Every day brings in reports of new production— 
the field report for the month just closed—and this 
is true of the past week also—gives promise of even 
better things as the decrease registered for the past 
months has shifted into an increase in many fields, 
although not as yet sufficient in amount to stop the 


drain of oil in storage.

OBITUARY. 
CHARLES C. NICHOLS. 


One of the pioneers of the cottonseed 
oil trade died on Wednesday last— 
Charlies C, Nichols. He had the distinc- 
tion of growing up with the business ana 
with the first cottonseed oil refinery in 
this country—the Union Oil Company, of 
Providence, R. IL., into whose employ he 
entered as a mere boy, and with whom 
he continued for 55 years. At the time 
of his death, at the age of 70 years, he 
was vice-president of the company. Mr. 
Nichols was born in April, 1847, _ 

The older members of the trade will re- 
eall that when the Union Ojl Company 
first started in business it refined whale 
oil. When the change was made to cot- 
tonseed oil it was to produce a burning 
oil—whale oil as an illuminant having 
seen its day—and this burning oil is still 
on the market under the name of “Elec- 
tra’’ oil. Seed in the earlier days of this 
industry was sent to Providence to crush, 
but of late years the crushing plant has 
been located at Gretna, La. Then this 
method became obsolete and the oil was 
shipped north in barrels. 

Then came the production of edible oil 
and Mr. Nichols saw salad oil placed 
on the market. He claimed that the 
Union company was the first to place 
this grade on the market for consump- 
tion. He traveled extensively both in this 
country and abroad and is credited with 
having popularized salad oil from cotton- 
seed in many sections of Europe. 

He was ill but a few days—he never re- 
covered from the effects of an operation 
which he was obliged to undergo about a 
month ago. 


ELBERT C. FERGUSON. 


Klbert C. Ferguson, for many years a 
member of the Chicago Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Club, and long identified as a 
lawyer and credit expert with the paint 
trade, died at St. Luke’s Hospital in Chi- 
cago, June 8 He was born on May 1, 
1856, in Cincinnati, Ohio, He was_ legal 
representative of several paint and var- 
nish companies and frequently represent- 
ed paint trade interests in legislative 
work. He was often a speaker on cred- 
iis before the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association conventions and was 
long a member or chairman of the asso- 
ciation’s Committee on Credits. He was 
a member of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce, the American Bar Association, 
Illinois State Bar Association, and the 
Chicago Bar Association and many clubs. 


J. S. SAVAGE. 


J. S. Savage, the man who drilled the 
first oil well in the Caddo field in Louis- 
jana, and at Spindletop, Sour Lake and 
Saratoga fields of Texas and the Jen- 
nings, L.a., field as well, died recently at 
Charleston, W. Va. With his brother, 
W. A. Savage, he built a refinery at Sour 
Lake, afterwards destroyed by fire, and 
evened the Oil City-Mooringsport, La., 
district by drilling a well there in the 
tail of 194. 








Dr. Samuel Schmidt, who was engaged 
in the drug specialty business in Balti- 
more for a number of years and who 
died on June 8 at the age of 54 years, 
left a fortune of mere than $400,000, prac- 
tically ali of which was bequested to the 
Hebrew Hospital and Asylum Association 
for the erection of a building in memory 
of his parents. Dr. Schmidt was a grad- 
uate in medicine. 


David Davis, formerly head of the firm 
of D. Davis & Sons, dealers in sponges 
and chamois in Manhattan, died from 
heart disease on June 13, at his heme, 
392 Tompkins avenue, Brooklyn.

Properties of Motor Gasoline. 


Proposed Specifications as Drafted by Bureau of Mines—Standardization 
of Product. 


EW data as to the qualities of motor 
gasoline, particularly in regard to 
the establishment of specifications for 
the regulation of the quality of the com- 
mercial product, are embodied in tech- 
nical paper No. 166 of the Bureau of 
Mines, on “Motor Gasoline, Properties, 
Laboratory Methods of Testing and Prac- 
tical Specifications,” by E. W. Dean. 
The paper takes up the three principal 
types of gasoline as marketed at pres- 
ent—straight refinery, blended casinghead 
and cracked and blended gasoline, and 
then outlines a system of analyses and 
methods of testing, and outlines the 
properties to be considered:—Color, odor, 
water, sediment and foreign matter, 
acidity, heating value, content of benzol, 
toluol and other aromatic hydrocarbons, 
unsaturated hydrocarbons, specific grav- 
ity, and volatility. 


Essential Properties. 


The essential desirable properties of 
gasoline are summarized briefly as fo!- 
lows:— 

(1) The gasoline should mot contain too 
large a percentage of highly volatile 
products, which tend to cause large 
evaporation losses and excessive danger 
in handling and storage, but should have 
sufficient volatile constituents to permit 
starting an engine under reasonably um- 
favorable conditions without reheating. 

(2) The gasoline should not contain any 
considerable percentages of heavy or 
nonvolatile constituents, which after 
atomization into the engine cylinders 
cannot be completely vaporized and 
burned. 

(3) The gasoline should not contain a 
material which after combustion leaves 
a residue that collects in the motor. 

(4) The gasoline should be free from 
substamces that attack metal, either be- 
fore or after combustion. Unremoved 
acid (used in refining) falls under this 
head. 

(5) Neither the gasoline nor its products 
of combustion should have a strong or 
markedly disagreeable odor, because of 
this being objectionable to users of auto- 
mobiles. 

(6) The gasoline should be free from 
noncombustible material, such as water, 
sediment, acid, ete. 

These stated requirements are simple 
in principle and are almost axiomatic. 
The chief problem is to fix limits, de- 
fined by actual tests, that will satisfy 
the desirable conditions. 

The present status of the gasoline mar- 
ket is summarized as follows:— 


Status of Market. 


During the past year or two the supply 
of reiinable crude oil has not increased, 
although the demand for gasoline has 
grown tremendously. That the supply of 
gasoline has kept pace with the demand 
has been due chiefly to the use as motor 
fuel of a greater proportion of the crude 
oil produced. Cracking processes have 
helped to increase the supply, and the 
extraction of gasoline from natural gas 
had contributed considerably. In addi- 
tion, many refiners have augmented their 
production by what may be called ‘‘cut- 
ting deeper into the crude.’’ Some of the 
fractions of petroleum that were for- 
merly marketed under other names and 
for other purposes are now sold as gaso- 
line, thus in effect increasing the produc- 
tion of this commodity. 

Among automobile users there is a 
more or less prevalent feeling that pro- 
ducers and marketers are taking advan- 
tage of them. This feeling is due in part 
to higher prices and in part to changes 
in the composition of the motor fuel. An 
added source of discontent is the fact 
that some filling stations are believed to 
deliver to their customers a_ product 
made by blending gasoline with varying 
proportions of kerosene, As a result of 
this situation it is possible that local or 
State legislative bodies may enact laws 
for standardizing the product sold as 
gasoline and for’ preventing fraud 
through its adulteration with kerosene. 

Faulty legislation will probably be as 
much to the disadvantage of the con- 
sumer as of the producer, especially if 
it prevents the marketing of products 
that fail to meet definite numerical 
standards. On the other hand, there 
seems to be no inherent reason why the 
consumer should not know what he is 
buying, and in view of the present situa- 
tion it would seem good business policy 
for the marketers to supply the informa- 
tion that is desired. Users wish to have 
assurance that they are not being 
cheated, and it does not seem reasonable 
to suppose producers and marketers are 
unable to give this assurance. However, 
the function of the Bureau of Mines is 
not to solve this problem, which really 
falls in the realm of business manage- 
ment, and the present paper is limited 
to the purpose of supplying technical in- 
formation. 


Grades Marketed.

they are used with perfect satisfaction.

Gasoline Specifications. 


In a way, the present problem has 
grown from the bureau’s task of pre- 
paring specifications for Federal pur- 
chases of gasoline in the District of 
Columbia. The method adopted in pre- 
paring these specifications was briefly as 
follows:—Samples of the various types of 
motor gasolines sold in the District were 
analyzed. A specification was then writ- 
ten which represented the average proa- 
uct already on the market, previous ex- 
periences having indicated this to be 
satisfactory. The procedure adopted did 
not concern the problem of exactly what 
properties a gasoline might have and be 
satisfactory, but simply made it possible 
for the Federal departments to obtain 
motor fuel suitable for the motors in use 
and equal in quality to that dispensed to 
private users, 

Specifications for several other naph- 
thas and gasolines required for special 
purposes were written in a similar way, 
necessary information being obtained 
from the amalyses of readily obtainable 
products that had been proven satisfac- 
tory for the particular uses. 


This method of determining specifica- 
tions is not absolutely scientific, but 1s 
recommended as being highly practical. 
If any community, organization, or firm 
desires to purchase gasoline on specifica- 
tion it should first ascertain what pro& 
ucts it can buy at standard prices amd 
then find out which of these are satis- 
factory in use. Information regarding 
these two points needs to be supple- 
mented only by satisfactory analytical 
metheds which, it is thought, will be 
generaliy available on the basis of the 
information presented in this paper.

(a) The temperature read on the tner- 
mometer when 20 per cent. has distilled 
Shall not be below 70 degrees C. (158 de- 
grees F.) nor above whatever limit 1s 
fixed after due consideration of condi- 
tions of use. 

(b) The temperature read when 90 per

(c) The temperature read when 50 per 
cent. has distilled shall not be higher 
than a mark half way between the 20 
per cent. and the 90 per cent. limit. 

(d) The dry point shall not exceed the 
actual 90 per cent. reading by more than 
5a degrees C. (99 degrees F.). 

Tolerance—If either the 20 per cent. or 
the 90 per cent. temperature mark is 
above the required limit by an amount 
not exceeding 10 degrees C. (18 degrees 
F.), the gasoline may be considered ac- 
ceptable if the sum of the two tempera- 
tures read for the 20 and the 9 per cent.

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New Officers Elected by American 
Medical Association.

MAY OPEN ENTIRE

Department of Interior to 
Decide Soon Because of 
Oil Scarcity. 


Washington, June 15, 1917. 

The Department of the Interior is care- 
fully considering the opening of the en- 
tire Osage Reservation in Oklahoma for 
oil development. Such action would open 
for development about 2,000,000 acres of 
land that comprises the most promising 
oil field in the world. It is expected thar 
within ten days the department will ren- 
der a decision on this proposition as an 
oi] and gasoline scarcity is regarded as 


sure to take place. The fear of a scar- 
city of gasoline is shown by the discus- 
sions that have taken place in the (oun- 
cil of National Defense on the propriety 
of seeking a prohibition in the use of 
gasoline for pleasure purposes, 

The Secretary of the Interior in the 
promulgation of an order opening the 
Osage county to development is consid- 
ering the advisability of increasing the 
area that one person or corporation may 
have from 4,800 acres to double thar 
amount, permitting a single holding of 
4,800 acres of producing land and an 
equal amount of wild cat land for pros- 
pecting. There is strange opposition to 
this place by Commissioner Sells, it is 
said, but it is being urged that only by 
encouraging men who can operate on a 
considerable scale can the government 
hope to quickly increase the oil supply.

Two big gasoline tanks at the plant 
of the Export Oil Corporation at Avon- 
dale, near New Orleans, were destroyed 
Sunday afternoon by fire caused by 
lightning. While no exact figures are 
available as to the amount of gasoline 
destroyed, it is estimated that the loss 
wil] total fully $350,000. Strenuous ac- 
tion and favorable weather conditions 
probably prevented the loss running to 
millions of dollars. 


The fruit growers of the Oroville 
section of California have protested to 
the government over statements in the 
Department of Agriculture Year Book 
for 1916 in which the statement was 
made that coitonseed oil was in nearly 
every respect as satisfactory for hu- 
man consumption as olive oil, The 
Californians take the ground that 
there is no substitute for olive o1 
which is “in a class by itself.” 


The United States Sulphur Company, 
of Dallas, Tex., was organized to de- 
velop sulphur lands in Texas. with cap- 
ital of $600,000, by R. L. Spann, A. T. 
Darr, E. D. Matson, M. W. Florer and 
H. A. Dodge. M. W. Florer is presi- 
dent. The corporation owns eighty 
acres of land, much of which is devel- 
oped, and has leased 200 acres from the 
State. A refinery will be built, with ca- 
pacity of 100 tons of commercial sul- 
phur daily. 


The Engineering Experiment Station 
of the University of Illinois has com- 
pleted another series of experiments to 
determine the magnetic and allied 
properties of alloys of iron and other 
metals. In 1915 experiments with iron- 
silicon alloys disclosed some remark- 
able properties which make it superior 
to any other material for use in certain 
electro-magnetié machinery. The in- 
vestigations were conducted by T. D. 
Yensen and W. A. Gatward. 


McCormack well No. 2, in the Monte- 
gut field near Houma, La., came in 
Monday afternoon as a great gas 
gusher, exceeding in output all other 
wells, and wrecking the valve, not- 
withstanding precautions taken by 
some of the well experts on hand. The 
noise of the escaping gas can be heard 
many miles away. Experts are at 
work endeavoring to get the well under 
control. It is possible the well may 
develop into a great oil producer. 


The E. I. du Pont de Nemours Co., 
powder manufacturers, has declared a 
special dividend of one per cent. for 
the benefit of the Red Cross fund. It 
amounts to $600,000. A statement by 
the du Pont company said the divi- 
dend would give the stockholders an 
opportunity to contribute to the Red 
Cross cause, although they would of 
course be at liberty as he or she 
pleases with the money received. The 
dividend will be paid during Red Cross 
week,

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EXPORT CONTROL 
TO THE PRESIDENT 


Espionage Bill Vests New 
Authority to Regulate 
Neutral Trade. 


Washington, June 15, 1917. 

3y the enactment of the espionage bill 
which is now ready for the approval of 
the President, authirity is given the 
President to control exports from the 
United States. It is likely that many 
articles of use to the United States or 
its allies will not be allowed to be ex- 
ported to neutral countries and quanti- 
ties of exports to such neutral coun- 
tries probably will be controlled in the 
case of all shipments. 


This authority and the penal clause for 
violations of the.President’'s proclama- 


tions in this respect are contained m 
Title VII of the espionage bill as fol- 
lows:— 


“Section 1. Whenever during the pres- 
ent war the President shall find that the 
pubiie safety shall so require, and shall 
rnake proclamation thereof, it shall be 
unlawful to export from or ship from 
or take out of the United States to any 
country named in such proclamation any 
article or articles mentioned in such proc- 
lamation, except at such time or times, 
and under such regulations and Orders, 
and subject to such limitations and ex- 
ceptions as the PreSident shall prescribe, 
until otherwise ordered by the President 
or by Congress. Provided, however, that 
no preference shall be given to the ports 
of one State over those of another. 

“Section 2. Any person who shall ex- 


port, ship, or take out, or deliver or at- 
shipment, 


tempt to deliver for export, 
or taking out, any articles in violation 
of this title, or of any regulation or 


order made hereunder, shall be fined not 
more than. $10,000 or, if a natural per- 
son, imprisoned for not more than two 
years, or both. and any article so deliv- 
ered or exported, shipped, or taken out, 
shall be seized and forfeited to the United 
States, and any officer, director, or agent 
of a eorporation who participates in any 
such violation shall be liable to like fine 
or imprisonment, or both. 

“Section 3. Whenever there Is reason- 
able cause to believe that any vessel, do- 
mestic or foreign, 1s about to carry out 
of the United States any article or ar- 
ticles in violation of the provisions of 
this title, the collector of customs for 
the distric€é in which such a vessel is 
focated is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered, subject to review by the Secretary 
of Commerce, to refuse clearance to any 
such vessel, domestic or foreign, for 
which clearance is required by law, and 
by formal notice served upon the owners, 
master, or person or persons in command 
or charge of any domestic vessel for 
which clearance is not required by law, 
to forbid the departure of such vessel 
from the port, and it shall thereupon 
be unlawful for such vessel to depart.

Patent Medicine Tax Reduced from 
5 to 2 Per Cent.—$2.20 on 
Distilled Spirits. 


Washington, June 15, 1917 
The Senate Finance Cojnmittee on 
Thursday took about $5,600,000 frora the 
war revenue bill by making the tax 2 
instead of 5 per cent. upon sporting 
woods, patent medicines, perfumes and 
cosmetics, The patent medicine tax will 
yield some 33,800,000 instead of $8,500,000 
As finally agreed upon the rates on 
hard spirits, malt liquors and wines 
amount to about $166,000,000. This is prac- 
tically the same as the House tax. 
Thursday the committee formally 
adopted the amendment by Senator Gore 
placing a tax of $6 per pound om food 
ingredients intended for liquor manufac 
ture and $5 per gallon for molasses, ete., 
intended for the same use. These taxes 


are regarded as prohibitory. The com- 
mittee retained the House rates of $2.26 
per gallon on distilled spirits and $2.75 


malt liquors. 

A new tax of 5 per cent. on the net 
profits of all newspaper and magazine 
publishers was written into the bill in

in the House bill.

Webb “Foreign Trade Combination” 
Bill Passes House, 240 to 29. 


Washington, 1917. 

The Webb export bill, authorizing com- 
binations of persons, partnerships and 
corporations for carrying on export trade, 
has been passed by the House by a vote 
of 249 to 29 after a brief debate. The bill 
had the approval of the administration, 
It went through the House last session, 
but the Senate did not reach a vote 
upon it. 

Chairman Webb, of the Judiciary Com 
mittee, told the House the bill was a 
necessity during the war and the period 
of reconstruction that is to follow.

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SYNTHETIC AMMONIA SUCCESSFULLY MADE 


BY GOVERNMENT 


AT SOIL LABORATORY 





Germany Is Making Thousands of Tons but This Is First 
U. S. Governmental Success—Means Much in 
Munitions and Fertilizers. 


Washington, June 15, 1917. 


Production of the basis of all high ex- 
plosives and supply of one of the three 
ingredients of fertilizer, about whicn 
there is growing concern, has in a mea- 
sure been solved by the actual produc- 
tion of synthetic ammonia at the Arling- 
ton farm laboratory by chemists of the 
Bureau of Soils, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

This is considered of extraordinary im- 
portance becatise it means the fixing or 
atmospheric nitrogen in the form of am- 
monia. The Germans have been produc- 
ing hundreds of thousands of tons in 
this way, but this is the first time that 
the United States Government has ever 
accomplished anything of this sort. 

The experiments are being continued at 
the Arlington farm laboratories, which 
are closely guarded agafnst intrusions 
from possible enemias of the United 
States, to perfect the method so as to 
reduce cost and if possible make it a 
commercially feasible product. If this is 
worked out a series of plants will be es- 
tablished in various places near mineratr 
deposits for the manufacture of high ex- 
plosives and also of commercial fer- 
tilizer. 

Frederick W. Brown, who has been in 
charge of this work for the Bureau of 
Soils, and other government experts are 
convinced that this production of syn- 
thetic ammonia will prove a very valu- 
able war aid to the government and will 
also solve the problem of providing an 
adequate supply of fertilizers to promote 
intensive production of food supplies. 
The cemand for this product has been 
causing the Council of National Defense 
and the various government agencies a 
“reat deal of worry. 

Never before in the United States has 
there been so much cOncern about the 
manufacture of fertilizers and_ the 
methods. This is due in a measure to the 
demand of intensive agriculture to pro- 
duce food crops to feed the world, but 
equally as much to a stoppage in raw 
materials. 


Acid phosphate is the basis of all com- 
mercial fertilizer. ‘This is made by the 
treatment of phosphate rock with sul- 
phuric acid. The acid is produced by 
roasting pyrites!) and most of the py- 


‘ rites have heretofore come from Spain 


and Portugal. Owing to the war situa- 
tion which has depleted shipping facili- 
cies, no pyrites are now coming into this 
country. Therefore, it has been found 
necessary to develop American pyrites. 
These are of a lower grade than those 
that have heretofore been imported, and 
there has in consequence been need to 
modify the burners in the sulphurie acid 
plants so as to burn the American: pyrites 
and the sulphur from the mines in 
Toulsiana and Texas. 
_ These facts, coupled with the demand 
for sulphuric acid from munitions works, 
means that the price is today record 
high and there is grave prospect that it 
will continue to go higher for some time. 
The price of acid phosphate, therefore, 1s 
undoubtedly going to be high and any 
method which will relieve this situa- 
tion is of immediate and important con- 
cern to all munitions makers and to all 
persons interested in the development of 
multiplied-food crops. 

The Council of National Defense and 
the Advisory Commission, through its 
Committee on Raw Materials, of which 
Bernard M. Baruch is chairman, and the 
General Committee on Chemicals and the 
sub-Committee on Fertilizers is watching 
the development of this process for fixa- 
tion of atmospheric nitrogen in the form 
of ammonia with intense concern. They 
have had in conference practically all the 
important chemical agencies of the coun- 
try, and the entire chemical and _ sci- 
entific wisdom of the country is concen- 
trated on meeting the situation. 

The product from the Arlington farm 
laboratory is expected to compete with 
sulphuric acid, for it produces the same 
effect. The question now is to get this 
product at a cost sufficiently low that it 
will be commercially practicable, and the 
government experts feel encouraged that 
this can be worked out. 





GOVERNMENT OPENS BIDS FOR QUANTITIES 
OF LINSEED OIL, DRY COLORS AND DRYERS 


Washington, June 15, 1917. 


Bids for the vast quantity of linseed 
oil and dry colors to be used as inks 
in the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing during the next fiscal year were 
opened this week and the Purchasing 
Committee is now considering the pro- 
posals. Im asking for these bids the bu- 
reau left out of schedule the reds and 
blues, leaving only the blacks, yellows 
and whites. This was done because the 
bureau still has on hand a large quan- 
tity of the German reds and blues which 
were acquired during the early stages 
of the war. It is estimated that there 
is enough of these German colors on 
hand to last eight months and the gov- 
ernment authorities are confident that 
befors they are exhausted American 
nanufacturers will be able to supply an 
equaliy serviceable American product of 
high quality at practically the same price 


so that at the close of the war the 
United States need never go back to 


Germany or any other country for dyes 
and ink colorings. 


Director Ralph’s Foresight. 


When the war in Europe started Jo- 
seph E. Ralph, director of the Bureau of 
Iingraving and Printing, which comes 
under the Treasury Department, bought 
up all the reds and blues in dry colors 
that were on the market. The price 
promptly jumped, so that by this one 
purchase the government was saved more 
than $100,000 over the advance at the time 
when the bureau would ordinarily be in 
the market for another supply. Then as 
that began to run out he bought up odd 
lots of red and blue ink paying $2 and 
% a pound. As this supply was nearing 
exhaustion he bought large quantities in 
Germany. One shipment is yet in a store- 
house in Rotterdam, in custody of the 
United States Consul. 

There was a doub'e advantage in buy- 
ing targe quantities of these German 
colors at a slight advance in price over 
the normal cost, because it has given the 
government a sufficient quantity of these 
colors for standard work and has held 
down the price for the domestic supply 
of these colorings to the small dealer. 


American Makers Ready. 


The bids opened today indicate that the 
American manufacturers are able to meet 
all demands for 'arge supplies, though at 
slightly increased prices due to the high- 
er cost of raw material. From the in- 
formation brought to the government of- 
licials by those who are trying to manu- 
facture the German colors it seems very 
unlikely that Germany will ever regain 
this trade, The American industry prom- 
ises to produce them of equal quality at 
practically the same price. 

The Bureau of Chemistry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture has es- 
tablished an experimental aniline dye 
plant and coal-tar pr@ducts laboratory in 
Rosslyn, Va., where experiments are 
working out successfully which convince 
the officials that an important industry 
is to he established under government 
patronage on a commercially prontapie 
basis which will supply all possible de- 
mands for colors in this country. 

In the German process coal-tar deriva 
tives are precipitated in a body material, 
a color vehicle, called lakes. This is 
what the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 


ing buys for inks. So that a dye which 
might cost $4, $ or $6 in the lake can 
be so aiffused that it may be bought 
for or 60 cents, because the tinctorial 
dye is capable of being so much spread 
out. That is what the Department of 
Agriculture is trying to do, precipitate 
these tinctorial dyes on a color vehicle 
capable of bemg so far spread out that 
what was originally a red may become a 
pink. 


Bids for Large Quantities. © 


The bids opened this week at the bu- 
reau are for large quantities which the 
government guarantees to take from the 
successful bidder to whom the contract is 
awarued, but these contracts carry also 
a provision that the government may re- 
quire delivery of 30 per cent. more than 
the contract specifies, of the same qual- 
ity at the same price. The estimated 
quantities are:— 


Quantities Wanted. 


720,000 Pounds Barytes.—(Natural sulphate of 
barium), which must be water-ground, water- 
floated, free from contamination of any other 
mineral and not inferior in working qualities 
and physical properties to specimens supplied 
to the bidder. ‘This order must be white in 
color neutral in reaction, uniform, smooth and 
free from lumps. 

8,000 Pounds.—Carbon black; must be a 
gas carbon black containing not less than 
974 per cent. of pure carbon, and free from 
any substance that would affect typographic 
printing inks. It must be not inferior to 
specimens sent, and when ground in varnish 
should possess the same physical properties 
as the specimen supplied. This material must 
be delivered in ten or twelve-pound heavy 
paper bags inclosed in wooden case. 

280,000 Pounds Mixed Black.—Composition:— 
The material should be suitable for making 
the highest class of plate-printing inks; and 
other factors being equal, the color having 
chemical and physical properties best adapted 
to that purpose and which produce an ink 
having the most satisfactory working quali- 
ties will be selected. The material should be 
a carefully blended mixture of bone black and 
vine black or their equivalent, and any other 
constituent that will improve the working 
qualities of the ink made therefrom; must ve 
frea from lampblack and made by the wet 
grinding process. 

Fineness—The fineness of grinding mnst be 
such that all the material may pass freely 
through a 200-mesh bolt and yet not be so fine 
that it has no grain and is sticky when mixed 
with oil. 

Analysis—The total ash should range be- 
tween 35 per cent, and 45 per cent. and the 
ash, insoluble in hydrochloric acid, should not 
exceed 6 per cent., these percentages being 
calculated to a dry basis, The material should 
not lose more than 5.5 per cent. in weight when 
heated to 100 deg. Centigrade for a period of 
two hours. 

O\l absorption—One hundred parts of black 


should not require more than 65 parts of me-

FULL CAR LOADS URGED. 


Fertilizer Men Co-operating With 
Council of National Defense to 
Aid Commodity Movements. 


Washington, June 15, 1917. 


Manufacturers of commercial fertilizers 
are being urged that as a war measure 
and to aid in the solution of problems 
regarding shipping facilities and provid- 
ing an adequate supply and distribution 
of fertilizers for intensive food produc- 
iion that all cars should be loaded to 
full capacity. 

In some places the American Railways 
Association has found that some cars are 
loaded with only 50 per cent, capacity of 
fertilizer, phosphate rock’ and _ other 
similar cargoes. The disposition has been 
to order in minimum cargo lots, whereas 
the manufacturers could keep up to their 
tonnage by loading to full capacity and 
yet use only about 60 per cent. of the 
cars that are now employed. 

This matter is being brought to the at- 
tention of all manufacturers of com- 
mercial fertilizers by the sub-Committee 
on Fertilizers, of which Horace Bowker, 
president of the National Fertilizer As- 
sociation, is chairman. This committee 
is acting under the General Committee on 
Chemicals, with Dr, Nichols as chairman, 
appointed by the Advisory Commission to 
the Council of National Defense. 

This is one of the ways in which the 
chemical trade is being marshalled for 
economic efficiency to meet war condi- 
tions and to husband raw materials to 
promote the greatest possible production 
to meet the extraordinary demands due 
to the war and the fact that the United 
States alone can supply these demands. 





Government Warning to Provide 
Against Shortage of Containers. 


Washington, June 15, 1917. 


In order to avoid serious delay and 
probable food loss during the approach- 
ing harvest season, growers and shippers 
are urged by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to estimate accu- 
rately their needs and place their orders 
for barrels, crates, hampers, baskets and 
other containers for food products at 
once. They shovld notify manufacturers 
as their crops are reasonably assured. 
Larger supplies of containers wiil be 
needed this season than usual. 

The Department of Agriculture is in 
receipt of advices from widely separated 
parts of the United States that there 
may be a package shortage this season 
unless growers and shippers are able to 
anticipate their needs.. It will be dif- 
ferent for manufacturers to meet the 
emergency should abnormal demand for 
additional packages for perishable crops 
arise in the midst of the harvest season. 
At that time, it is pointed out traffic on 
railroads will be heaviest and shipinents 
may be much delayed when most needed.

PHARMACEUTICAL CHEMISTS DISCOURAGE 
USE OF HEROIN IN MEDICINAL PRODUCTS 





Sound and Effective Narcotic Legislation Urged—Federal 
Tax on Medicines Opposed—Dr. W. C. Abbott, of 
Chieago, New President. 


The annual convention of the American 
Association of Pharmaceutical Chemists, 
held at Atlantic City on Monday, Tues- 
day and Wednesday of last week, was 
marked by decisive action in regard to 
the use of heroin, objection to the plac- 
ing of a Federal tax on medicines; for 
the suspension of product patents held 
by alien enemies; for the drafting of 
sound and effective narcotic legislation, 


and for the creation of a pharmaceutical 
corps for the United States Army similar 
in organization to the dental, veterinary 
and ambulance corps. 

Next year’s convention will be held at 
French Lick Springs, Ind. The officers 
elected were as follows:— 

President, Dr. W. C. Abbott, Chicago: 
first vice-president, Henry Hoonan, New 
York; second vice-president, G. C. Pratt, 
Philadelphia; secretary-treasurer, Dr, C. 
H. Searle, Chicago; directors, J. W. 
Haynie, Columbus; B. L. Maltbie, New- 
ark; F. L. H. Nason, Boston, and E. S. 
Holt, Cedar Rapids. 


Opposition to Heroin. 


The action of the association in re- 
gard to the use of heroin is shown In 
the following resolutions as adopted on 
the closing day of the session:— 


Whereas, It is in the public interest 
to discourage and discontinue the vse 
of narcotic drugs so far as it may be 
compatibie with the legitimate and 
necessary service of the medical prac- 
titioner, and whereas the narcotic 
drug heroin may generally be elimi- 
nated from medicinal preparations and 
a satisfactory drug used; therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That the American Asso- 
ciation of Pharmaceutical Chemists 
hereby recommends to its members 
and manufacturers of pharmaceutical 
preparations generally the discourage- 
ment of such use of heroin in medic- 
inal preparations as may tend to en- 
courage drug addiction; and be it 
further 

Resolved, That this association rec- 
ommends that a careful scientific and 
accurate investigation be made during 
this coming year of the extent and — 
conditions of the use of heroin as a 
means of narcotic addiction. 


The heroin resolution was considered 
during the morning session on Wednes- 
day, but after debate in which Charles 
Cc. Henry, of Philadelphia, expressed the 
belief that existing legislation covers the 
situation amply until the entire subject 
of narcotic drug addiction shall have 
been considered exhaustively aid ade- 
quate remedies shall have been provided 
by law, the action of the convention was 
put over, R. C. Stofer, of Norwich, N. Y., 
indorsed the position taken by Mr. Henry. 

Later on Wednesday the subject was 
taken up again, and in accordance with 
the plea of H. K. Mulford, of Philadel- 
phia, as made on the opening day of the 
convention, the resolutions (as above) 
were adopted. 


Service for Government. 


A resolution was also passed tendering 
the resourees of the association and of 
its members to the National Government 
in the world war, the resolution reading 
as follows:— 

Whereas, The national emergency de- 
mands the unqualified co-operation of the 
pharmaceutical industry with the govern- 
ment in order that the principles upon 
which this Republic rests may be preserved 
for the world generally; therefore be it 

Resolved, That this association hereby 
tenders its unqualified and entire re- 
sources, service and ability to the Presi- 
dent of the United States and our govern- 
ment. 


Other Important Action. 


As is customary the closing day saw 
the completion of the bulk of the impor- 
tant business. In addition to the action 
in regard to heroin, the suspension of 
product patents and the creation of a 
pharmaceutical corps, the convention 
voted:— 

“That the subject of drug addiction be 
considered exhaustively and scientifically 
by the United States Public Health Ser- 
vice,’”’” the association believing ‘‘that 
such an impartial and thorough investi- 
gation is a necessary condition to the 
drafting of sound. effective and equit- 
able narcotic legislation, especially in 
view of the fact that the care and treat- 
ment of the unfortunate so addicted Is 
the most important problem awaiting 


_ solution in the field of narcotic legisla- 


tion, and the present information there- 
on is limited and the present opinions are 
diverse.”’ 

The convention further directed the ap- 
pointment of a special committee to take 
up with the proper national and State 
legislative bodies the question of legis- 
lation to permit the substitution of de- 
natured for grain alcohol in the manu- 
facture of many medicinal preparations 
with a view to decreasing the expense 
of manufacture and the cost of such 
preparations to the public. 

The sessions of the association were 
held at the Hotel St. Charles. 


Opening of Convention. 


The sessions were opened on Monday 
afternoon by President B. L. Maltbie, of 
Newark, In his address he con- 
gratulated the organization upon the di- 
minished use of narcotics in legitimate 
drug preparations, and urged the manu- 
facturers of pharmaceuticals to empha- 
size the difference between alcohol as a 
beverage and as used in pharmaceutical 


preparations. 
Maltbie said:— 


In connection with reference to the report 
of the Committee on Revision and Discontinu- 
ance of ‘Non-Scientific Fonmulae, the associa- 
tion office recently secured figures from our 
members which proved conclusively that the 
sales of narcotics and products containing nar- 
cotics had diminished enormously since the 
Federal narcotic law went into effect. A fact 
of which we are justly proud. We believe we 
should continue the good work and continue 
‘to revise our formulas to eliminate, so far as 
possible, narcotic drugs. No doubt physicians 
frequently prescribe compound tablets contain- 
ing small amounts of narcotics from which the 
narcotic could safely be eliminated. 

Of the legitimate use of narcotics there is 
no question. We simply wish to eliminate 
them when We can do so with safety 

One of the most troublesome subjects we 
have to consider is that of costs and over- 
heads. If we do not know absolutely what 
our products are costing us we cannot safely 
place a_ price upon them and know what our 
net profit will be. We are fortunate in num- 
bering among our membership one who is au- 
thority upon this all-important subject. One 
of the features of this meeting will be the re- 
port of this committee of which Mr. Schmid is 
chairman, 


Because of the prospective enormous increase 
in the tax on alcohol, the percentage of alcohol 
in liquid preparations, fluid extracts and tinc- 
tures—but particularly elixirs and syrups— 
should, I believe, be carefully considered dur- 
ing these sessions. It is thought that the 
quantity of alcohol might be decreased in a 
great many preparations, thereby not only 
making a great saving in cost, but eliminat- 
ing an agent which, by itself, is injurious. We 
find that alcoholic percentages now vary con- 
siderably as examination of percentages of 
poe eee: on the labels of several manufacturers 
ndicate. 


I wish to direct your attention to a good 
many chemicals that are now on the market 
that are not U. S. P. Soon after the European 
war started there sprung up in this country 
many mushroom chemical plants in which at- 
tempts were made to produce the chemicals 
that had previously been imported very largely, 
if not entirely. These attempts were more or 
less successful, but we find a great deal of 
inferior material on the market against the 
purchase of which our members are cautioned. 
We believe it is better to confine our pur- 
chases of chemicals to well-known manufac- 
turers, several of whom are associate members. 
Competitors who offer preparations at prices 
less than the raw material is worth are nat- 
urally suspected of using these inferior chemi- 
cals in their production. Needless to say none 
are members of this association. 

The great increase in taxes of all forms is 
another thing that demands our attention. As 
this is written we are confronted with an 
enormously increased price for alcohol. Your 
officers in conjunction with your counsel have 
done what they could to impress the Congress 
with the fact that they should differentiate 
between the use of alcohol as a beverage and 
alcohol as it is used by us in the manufacture 
of medicines, much of which goes to people 
least able to pay. Attention was directed to 
the fact that the Congress a few years ago 
recognized the importance of assisting manu- 
facturers who were large users of alcohol in 
the arts to meet foreign competitors by pro- 
viding for tax-fee alcohol, alcohol so dena- 
tured as to permit its use as a beverage; but 
the use of this alcohol was strictly prohibited in 
medicine. However, all efforts along this line 
have so far proved unavailing, and we are 
now in sight of high-priced alcohol along with 
the thousand and one other articles necesSary 
in our business, 

Let us ask each other:—‘‘What are we going 
to do about it?’ What can we do under the 
circumstances? The high alcohol tax is not the 
only tax that confronts us, We have stamp 
taxes upon our specialties, taxes upon express 
and freight shipments—and railroad tickets, 
10 per cent. additional duty upon imports, etc. 
We will also be called upon to pay increased 
corporation taxes, as well as personal income 
taxes, and then, if any of us happen to have 
any ‘“‘excess’’ profits, there is the 16 per cent. 
excess profits tax to consider. However, the 
government will probably see to it that none of 
us have any excess profits, It is true that 
we can pass some of these enormously heavy 
increases in expenses on to our customers, as 
We must do to save ourselves from wreck, but 
we cannot pass it all on—we must be pa- 
triotic. 


We are at war, and war is hell, and we must 
bear our share of the burden. Though we were 
forced into war or be stigmatized by the rest 
of the world as cowards, we are in And are 
now fighting for the salvation of the world, 
for the future democracy of the empires and 
kingdoms; we are fighting now cause we 
hope that as a result of this war“peace will 
be assured for all future time. While the 
world is at war we are passing through a 
revolution in business. And if the past three 
years have been a revolution, what of the 
future? While the United States may be at 
war only for a few months, it Is the opinion 
of men competent to judge that one, perhaps 
two, years hence will see us in the thick of 
the fight. If the war should end abruptly 
(ard no one can say it will not) prices of all 
materials will be demoralized; we will find we 
are on the crest of the boom in prices when it 
explodes, 


Mulford on German Patents. 


The principal address of the Monday 
session was that of H. K. Mulford, of 
Philadelphia, who called upon the phar- 
maceutical chemists to work for the ab-

rogation of German-held process patents, 
at least during the continuation of the 
war with Germany. He referred to the 
place preventive medcine had played tn 


the present conflict and the part Ameri- 


can manufacturers had taken in bring- 
ing about the results achieved. He de- 
clared that typhoid, tetanus and other 
diseases had been controlled and pre- 
vented to a wonderful extent, but as- 
serted that the initial demand in this 
country was for freedom to produce 
needed supplies without throttling by 
foreign-held patents. ‘‘We are able to 


make substitutes,’’ declared Mr. Mulford, 
“but under the law we cannot supply 
them.’’ He instanced salvarsan as a 
medicinal product to which his strictures 
applied. 

“We have been forced to pay $21 a 
pound for drugs which cost the German 
makers $2 to $4 a pound to produce,” as-

serted Dr. W. C. Abbott, of Chicago. 
“Canada pays eight and ten cents a 
pound for drugs for which we have to 
pay a dollar. If we abrogate these Ger- 
man-held patents millions.of dollars will 
revert to this country and our supplies 
will be insured.”’ 

Charles Wesley Dunn, of New York, 
asserted that both England and France 
had abrogated alien-enemy held pat- 
ents, and the United States should 
do the same. He declared that the Pom- 
erene bill now before Congress will ac- 
complish the desired result if the people 
of the country desire such action. 


All to Wire Representatives. 


When it came for the passage of reso- 
lutions, however, there was a general 
protest, and instead the convention by 
unanimous vote instructed every delegate 
to telegraph his representative in Wash- 
ington to support the proposed legisla- 
tion for the abrogation of German-held 
patents. 

Mr. Mulford urged tha giving of a 
heroin as a component part of pharma- 
ceutical products. “It is the most dan- 
gerous and most insidious of all the 
habit-forming narcotic drugs in use to- 
day,’ he declared, “and there is no ex- 
cuse for its use as other narcotics can 
be substituted for it.’’ The time is com- 
ing, he said, when heroin will be pro- 
hibited by law; why wait to be com- 
pelled to do something when we know 
such use is wrong? (The action of the 
association in regard to the use of heroin 
is epitomized in the resolutions printed 
above.) 

There was more or less acrimony mani- 
fested in the discussion of the narcotic 
situation, delegates asserting that the 
principal objections to the Harrison antt- 
narcotic law had come from retail drug- 
gists and other interests who would 
change the provisions of the law “for 
selfish reasons.”’ A campaign of educa- 
tion against the use of drugs and pro- 
prietaries containing alcohol and nar- 
cotie drugs was urged. 

The convention voted to invest $1,000 of 
its $1,8000 treasury balance in Liberty 
Bonds. Mr. Mulford announced the re- 
ceipt of a cabled order from Havana 
for the purchase of $50,000 worth of Lib- 
erty Bonds, and declared that the co- 
operation shown could well be emulated 
in business, 





Second Day’s Business. 


The most important of all the commit- 
tee reports was that on Tuesday of the 
Committee on Legislation, which de- 
clared that hundreds of medicinal prep- 
arations would be driven from the Mar- 
ket either by direct statutory provision 
or by excessive taxation unless the pro- 
visions of the pending war revenue meas- 
ures should be radically changed or modi- 
fied by Congress. It was declared tht 
disastrous consequences would ensue to 
the manufacturers of flavoring extracts 
since many of the latter products had 
been held to be intoxicants on account of 
the large amounts of alcohol contained 
in them. 

The result of the general feeling in re- 
gard to the alcohol tax provisions was 
the appointment by the convention of a 
committee of three to investigate the 
possibilities of substituting denatured al- 
cohol in the industry in the manufacture 
of certain products. Should such substi- 
tution be found possible some relief from 
the grain alcohol tax could be looked for, 
etherwise the drug trade will have a 
double tax to meet since alcohol pro- 
ducers will put the tax up to the con- 
sumer. 

The report criticised the apparent pur- 
pose of the Federal Department of Jus- 
tice to contest any attempt on the part 
of ‘the American manufacturer to stand- 
ardize prices, and also referred to the 
Webb bill permitting organization of cap- 
ital for co-operation in foreign trade as 
about to pass. The action of the phar- 
maceutical manufacturers in opposing the 
so-called poison mailing bill was held to 
be a mistake. 

F.. E. Holliday, general secretary and 
representative of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association. said that he had 
found a tendency in Washington to pay 
more attention to the rights of the drug 
trade. He believed that all allied drug 
associations should stand together in op- 
position to vlacing any direct’ tax on 
medicines. Tle instanced the effect of the 
ruling of Solicitor Lamar, of the Post- 
office Department. against the advertising 
of alcohol in trade publications as well 
as in newspapers and declared that this 
action could not but have a serious ef- 
fect upon the industry. 

The usual committees reported during 
this session, and during an executive 
session “trade piracy” in imitation of 
well-known pharmaceutical products was 
discussed.

Modification of Duties on Petroleum 


Products in Argentina. 

An Argentine law enacted March 1, 
1917, and published in the Boletin Oficial 
of March 5, 1917, provides new duties on 
petroleum and petroleum products, which 
are to continue in force until December 
51. 1917. By the terms of this law, duty 
is imposed on crude petroleum, which 
was formerly exempt, while fuel oil, for- 
merly assimilated to crude petroleum, is 
classified under tariff No, 3270 with heavy 
residues, which are now admitted free. 
This change is apparently intended to 
prevent the free importation of crude 
petroleum containing a high percentage 
of light oils, which might be refined and 
separated within the country, thereby 
avoiding the duties applicable to gasoline 
and similar products. A specific duty is 
now applied under tariff item 3183 in 
place of the ad valorem rate of 25 per 
cent. on official valuations. Slight 
changes in classification and rates of 
duty are also made in the case of vari- 
ous other products, but the duties on 
vaseline and paraffin oils remain un- 
changed.

The contract in this case was for the Protec- 
tion of what was in effect the business of the 
four men who bound themselves, and the same 
result is reached by the same reasoning.

None of the contracting parties was bound to 
invent or attempt so to do; they only agreed 
that if they did make inventions of a certain 
kind they would disclose and assign the same.

He had severally contracted and 
remained bound, even though Ellis had been 
released If the conduct of Chadeloid Cem- 
pany in giving such release was injurious to 
Chalmers as a shareholder, his remedy plainly 
did not consist in breaking his own agreement. 

(4.) Defendants seem to think that the in- 
junction issued is such as Is usually granted 
in an action on a patent. This is only true 
in the sense that having been compelled to 
surrender patents that do not belong to them. 
they are forbidden to manufacture what the 
patents disclose. This last is what does hap- 
pen to some rare infringers who have an er- 
roneously issued patent covering absolutelv 
nothing not already patented. But Chalmers 
and his company (which took with ample no 
tice, and is but another name for Chalmers 
himseif), should have disclosed and assigned 
these very inventions; therefore they are con- 
tractually excluded from any use of them, and 
the injunction was in proper form. 

(5.) The court below granted an accounting 
as against a trustee ex maleficio. Whether 
this was within the rules of equity 1s not be- 
fore us. The decree appealed from ts inter- 
locutory. We can review it only by force of 
the statute now contained in section 129 Jud.

1916 PRODUCTION 


24,448,800 Tons of Ore Mined 
and Treated to Obtain 
Concentrates. 


_ The productive lead and zine territory 
in the Central States naturally falls into 
seven regions, three of which, including 
two of the most productive, are not lim- 
ited to any single State. For statistical 
purposes tables showing the quantity of 
“dirt” treated, the quantity of each kind 
of lead and zine concentrates recovered 
and the recoverable content of such con. 
centrates, by States, are desirable. For 
practical information, however, it is also 
desirable to compile the production by 
the natural regions irrespective of State 
lines. ad 

As stated by J. P. Dun‘op, of the 
United States Geological Survey the 
southeastern Missouri and central. Mis- 
svurl regions produced more than 90 per 
cent, of the lead output of the Central 
States in 1916, The production from cen- 
tral Missouri was very small, and for 
convenience it is included with that of 
southeastern Missouri. The output of 
zinc in these two regions remained. com- 
paratively insignificant. ‘The Joplin r&- 
sion produced 18 per cent. of the lead ana 
(4 per cent. of the zine of the Central 
States in 1916 and continued to be much 
the largest producer of zinc in the United 
States, 

The Upper Mississippi Valley region 
yielded 1.4 per cent. of the lead and about 
“<> per cent. of the zine output of the Cen- 
tral States in 1916. 

Approximately 24,448,800 tons of ore was 
mined and treated to obtain lead and 
zine concentrates valued at $65,381,508, an 
increase of about 5,000,000 toms in quanh- 
tity of ore treated and of $20,000,000 in the 
Vaiue or the concentrates recovered. The 
average value obtained by the operators 
of lead and zinc mines in the Central 
States per ton of crude ore mined and 
milled in 1916 was $2.67, an increase of 
34 cents a ton over 1915. The imcrease 
was comparatively small and in view of 
the higher ore prices shows plainly that 
the metal content of the ore treated was 
considerably lower in nearly all regions, 

The total value of lead concentrates of 
all classes sold or treated by producers 
in the Central States in 1916 was $26,070,- 
323, against $15,424,244 in 1915. The value 
of all zine concentrates sold increased 
from $30,157,854 in 1915 to $39,311,1s,

NO BASIS FOR ALARM OVER MEXICAN OIL 
SITUATION, DECLARES SECRETARY PANI 





No Classification of Property Without Full Compensation 
—Despite This Taxes Are Going Up. 


Washington, June 15, 1917. 

A statement in reference to the new 
law governing the exploitation of petrol- 
eum in Mexico has been made by Al- 
berta J. Pani, Secretary of Industry aida 
Commerce of Mexico. Mr. Pani em- 
phasizes that there will be no confisca- 
tion of property without full compensa- 
tion and that there is no basis for a arm 
on the part of land owners and exploit- 
ers of oils as to the application of the 
new law. He says:— 

“Land owners have alleged that they 
are to be deprived of their wealth, but 
this is not so. Article 27 of the constitu- 
tion if final, clears and admits of no 
modifications, and it is to it that the 
question of petroleum must necessari.y 
be submitted. It is open to discussion 
whether the owmer of a piece of land is 
also the owner of everything under it in 
which no one knows the treasures which 
may be contained. 

“All operations of exchanged and trans- 
fer of ownership as also the recovery of 
taxes are made upon the surface. : 

“The constitution of 1857 did not de- 
stroy its observance, but im. the time 
when Gen, Manuel Gonza'es governed this 
country it was decreed, without approval 
of Congress or any constitutional reform, 
that the proprietors of lands should also 


be proprietors of subsoil. 

“It is impossible that there should he 
transactions in unknown wealth; the 
most curious thing about it is that the 
owners of land whose subsoil contains 
petroleum raise a cry to Heaven when 
mining, which is a business very ad- 
venturesome and uncertain, is regulated 
by similar laws expropriating the areas 
which are to be exploited. 

“itt is a matter of record that almost 


never have proprietors of lands been the 
exp'oiters of subsoil, and it is not to them 
io whom the development of extractive 
industries is due. 

“Moreover I am able to assure that 
there is neither basis for raising alarms 
of any kind nor for land owners cherish- 
ing fear that they will be displaced by 
the new petroleum law, for all area 
which is to be occupied for the purpose 
of such extraction or exploitation will 
receive the indemnification due the own- 
ers by whom the business was under- 
taken. 

“Furthermore payments will be made 
to them for damages which they may re- 
ceive in this connection. 

“When the question is considered from 
the other point of view, it is found to be 
a fact that owners of land explored or 
exploited received very much increased 
sums of money which would probably not 
have been produced in crops or cattle 
raising. Those who have put out large 
sunis to start these enterprises and to 
put them in operation have, therefore, 
the right, also, to receive the fruit of 
their labors, for they have paid the gov- 
ernment the fees for exploitation. 

“The contracts which have been entered 


into previous to the date on which the 
pew law goes into effect certainly will 
have a point in that same time, which 


will assure them consideration to the end 
that no damage be done to interests legii- 
imately acquired. 

“Furthermore there should be no lack 
of eonfidence created by those who have 
undertaken explorations as to investing 
sutficient money to exploit those fabulous 
national riches. 

“That which has to do with taxes upon 
exploitation of mineral oil is a subject 


for the Secretary of the Treasury and 
Public Credit.” 
Alarmist reports from Mexico coniinue 


as to the action of the Mexican Govern- 
ment in regard to taxation upon crude oil 
from the immense fields of the East coast 
from which the supplies of crude for the 
Allies are being obtained. Owners of oil 
property there have already brought the 
imatter to the attention of this govern- 
ment. 

A dispatch from Mexico City under date 
of June 12 states that the new rate is 11 
pesos a ton for crude oil of %1 gravity 
and that oil of over 97 gravity ts to be 
taxed 5 pesos a ton. Further advices 
state that the “tax rate on crude oil 
is placed at10 per cent. ad valorem on a 
valuation of just about twice the present 
selling price in the Panuco tieids’’ and 
a general protest has been made in the 
hope of receiving a modification of the 
de-ree from President Carranza. 

Under the decree of April 12, which 
went into effect May 1, on petroleum and 
its products of domestic production other 
than those intended for domestic «on- 
sumption the folowing taxes are pre- 
scribed;—

For fuel oil of a density of 0.910 an of- 
iicial valuation of 9.50 pesos per metric 
ton is assigned, the value being reduced 
0.20 peso for every 0.010 increase in den- 
sity up to 0.970, and increasing 0.40 peso 
for every decrease of 0.01 in density. For 
crude petroleum of a density of 0.910 an 
official valuation of 14 pesos per metric 
ton is assigned, with the same increases 
and decreases for variations in density as 
in the case of fuel oil. A value of 7.50 
pesos per ton is fixed for all petroleum 
of a density exceeding 0.970. 

All duties are payable in Mexican gold, 
the talue of which is normally $.498 to 
the peso. In addition to the regular 
duties there is a surtax of 100 per cent. 
of the duty, payable in ‘‘infalsificable’’ 
paper currency. At the present rate of 
exchange this is equivalent to 3 per cent. 
of the duty 

The actual effect of the petroleum tax 
law may be better understood from ex- 
amples of its application to particular 
classes of oil exported from Mexico. Un- 
der the original valuations, which are 
subject to readjustment every twu 
months, the tax on crude oils of a den- 
sity, of 0.928, such as those from the 
Juan Casiano, Potrero, and Alamo fields, 
amounts to 1.36 pesos per ton, or 0.20 peso 
per barre’. On an average value of 1 
peso per barrel for such Oils at Tampico 
this is equivalent to 20 per cent. of the 
value, or 40 per cent. if computed upon 
the value of such oils at the wells. For 
crude oii of a density of 0.986 from the 
Vanuco fields the duty of 10 per cent. 
upon the Official valuation of 7.50 pesos 
per ton will amount to 0.75 peso per ton, 
or 0.1172 peso per barrel. Since the aver- 
age selling price of this ofl at Tampico 
is only 0.00 peso per barrel, however, 
the duty wou!'d in effect be 23.44 per cent. 
ad valorem. Similarly in the case of 
crude oil from the Topila fields of a den- 
sity of 0.966 the tax will amount to 28.2 
per cent. ad valorem, the actual value 
being about 4.60 pesos per ton, whereas 
the corresponding official valuation is 
12.88 pesos per ton. It is to be noted, 
furthermore, that these taxes apply only 
to petroleum that is exported.

The duty of 3d. per gallon on both 
home-made and imported spirit, first im- 
posed in 1909 by section 84 of the finance 


(1809-10) act, 1910, was doubled en Sep- 
tember, 1915, by section 10 of the finance 
(No 2) act, 1915. 


Motor spirit is defined by section 84 of 
the finance (1909-10) act, 1910, af “any 


intlammable hydrocarbon (including any 
mixture of hydrocarbons and any iiquid 
containing hydrocarbon) which is cap- 
able of being used for providing reason- 
ably efficient motive power for a motor 
car.”’ 


Under section 85 of the 1910 act, and 
section 10 of the 1915 act, any person 
using motor spirit for purposes other 


than supplying motive power for motor 
ears is entitled to an allowance or re- 
payment of the duty paid in respect of 
the motor spirit so used. Section 12 or 
the finance act, 1911, extended this pro- 
vision to cover motor spirit used for 
supplying motive power to motor fire 
engines provided by local authorities, or 


to motor cars used for the purposes 
of their fire brigades, and section 7 of 
the finance act, 1915, further extended 


the provision to include spirit for motor 
ambulances when used as such. Under 
the fifth schedule to the finance (199-10) 
act, 1910, and sections 10 and 14 of the

Canada.

paratus for drilling for water, natural 
gas, or oil, in general, shall no longer 
be regarded as of a kind not manufac- 
tured in Canada and therefore not en- 
titled to free admission under tariff item 
469. Previously such apparatus was ex- 
empted from the regular customs duty 
though not from the special war sur- 
tax, Which in the case of imports from 
the United States amounts to 7% per 
cent. ad valorem. Under the new classi- 
fication, most of this apparatus will be 
dutiable, upon importations from. the 
United States as machinery not otherwise 


specified under tariff item No. 453, at 35 
per cent, ad va’orem, including the spe- 
cial war surtax. Specifically excepted 
from this ruling and therefore entitled 
to admission at the former reduced rate 
of duty are the folowing apparatus 
and supplies:—Well-drilling machinery 


operated on the “rotary flush,”’ ‘jetting 
tlush,”’ or ‘“‘hydraulic’’ systems, in which 
chisel-shaped drills are not used (not in- 
cluding motive power); steel nipples for 
recruiting threads on casings or casing 
coupling when lost in the well, well 
packers, swivel wrenches and _ oil-well 
jacks (Barrett's), and certain heavy ap- 
paratug, such as drilling bits over 1,100 
pounds. Special cases may be referred 
to the Department of Customs for ruling 
when the importer desires to appeal from 
the classification adopted, 





MINNEAPOLIS. 


Minneapolis, Minn., June 14, 1917. 


Offerings of domestic flaxseed in the 
Minneapolis market are very light, but 
there is considerable Canadian seed com- 
ing to market here and the demand for 
that kind is very good. All of the big 
erushers are in the market and competi- 
tion is strong. Prices worked up several 
cents compared with the future this 
week. Most of the Canadian seed is of- 
fered for spot sale and most of it shows 
gvod quality. Today one commission 
house received five cars and had most 
of them to sell out on spot. About 10,000 
bushels arrived today. Offerings to ar- 
rive are very light, occasional lots of 
400 or 500 bushels being for sale. A con- 
tinued run of this seed is looked for here 
on account of the strong prices being 
paid. Some of the seed arrived this week 
was from Western Canada direct and 
some from government elevators, 

Commission houses here are advising 
shippers in the country not to sell new 
crop seed to arrive or to hedge in futures 
because of the fear that the government 
might discriminate against the shipment 
of flax in favor of other grains should 
war needs dictate. If available cars were 
used for the movement of food grains 
and military material only it would be 
impossible to fill contracts for deferred 
shipment. 

Seed houses were not as active in the 
market this past few days, though a few 
cars were taken by them. Practically 
all of the buying is done by the crush- 
ers. During the past week public eleva- 
tor stocks at Minneapolis showed a 
slight increase while those at Duluth fell 
below the million bushel mark for the 
first time in many months, Duluth ele- 
vator seed is coming here occasionally. 
Shipments from this market largely con- 
cern seed. During the month of May 
some 20,000 bushels of Canadian seed were 
received in the Minneapolis market. 

Crop news is good. A number of re- 
ports say that the early sown seed is up 
and looking fine except in parts of North 
Dakota that suffered from dry weather 
up until this week. Generous showers 
relieved part of the dry belt early last 
week, but it was not until Sunday that 
the tlax producing sections of that State 
received a drenching. Partial showers 
were reported. but a soaking rain was 
needed. It came in time to save all crops 
from damage. While seeding of flax was 
delayed several days the weather did not 
stay unfavorable very long and the acre- 
age is being added too considerably. Re- 
ports from Minnesota counties show some 
decrease in the flaxseed acreage this 
year, but this will be more than made 
up in North Dakota and Montana, where 
a much better quality of seed is raised. 

There was a lot of 5,000 bushels of 
Manchurian seed received here this week. 
it was offered to arrive in transit, but 
the commission house having the seed 
to sell could not get satisfactory bids be- 
fore ‘t arrived. Buyers had samples of 
the stuff, but preferred to wait until the 
cars arrived. The first lot of three cars 
sold at Duluth July price. Had it ar- 
rived a day or so later a good premium 
would have been paid for it. Tests for 
oil of quality were very satisfactory, 
showing up better tham considerable of 
the North Dakota seed. No fresh lots 
have been offered to arrive here, so it is 
likely that the balance of the large cargo 
that arrived at a Pacific coast port some 
time ago has been sold to crushers in 
other sections. There is a ready demand 
for more of it here and bids on the next 
lot will no doubt be much better as the 
quality is known better. 

No. 1 seed on spot sold at 2c. under 
ta 4c. over Duluth July price today, to 
arrive at 1@8c. less. There is a ready 
demand for anything offered to arrive, 
though such offerings are very light. Only 
a few bulkhead car lots are coming in 
from Northwestern points. 


LINSEED OIL. 

The oil market is quiet. Only small lots 
are being sold for prompt shipment and 
no business for deferred shipment has 
been reported as yet. Buyers are making 
inquiries, but as there are no hedging 
facilities the crushers do not care to 
quote. Shipping directions are good and 
there is a fair supply of cars to take 
care of them. If anything there is a 
slight daily loss in the total stocks on 
hand in local tanks. During the past 
week crushing plants were running light 
while shipments were considerably 
heavier than during the preceding week 
or a year ago. There is comsiderable 
variance in quotations and offers are 
made subject to confirmation. Futures 
are still very active in fluctuating and a 
few minutes time in making deals means 
quite a shift in the cost of oil. Quota- 
tions range from $1.12 upward, some go- 
ing as high as $1.15, 

LINSEED OIL MEAL, 

There is very little doing in the meal 
market. Sales are light and scattering 
and withhold contracts practically run 
out the crushers are a little anxious to 
do a little booking. Offers are more gen- 
erally made in territory that can be 
reached with Northwestern cars as cars 
of Eastern roads are scarce and wanted 
for the shipping of oil. So far there has 
been no accumulation of supplies here, 
but this is partly due to the light output. 
Prices quoted at $42@438. A sharp rally 
in the millfeed market and strength 
in corn failed to help the situation during 
the past week because of the better pas- 
turage all through the Central States and 
the Northwest. Feeders are very parsi- 
monious in the purchase of cattle feed 


on account of the high prices.

TO PASS “DOPE” BILL. 





Pennsylvania Compromise Measure 


Expected to Be Law This Week. 


Harrisburg, Pa., June 15, 1917. 


With no opposition the Vare anti-nar- 
cotic bill was passed by the House of 
Representatives and went back t» the 
State Senate for confirmation of amend- 
ments. These amendments were numer- 
ous after the origiral bill of Senator 
Vare was passed by the Senite, for the 
various anti-dope bills that were offered 
during the present :ix-month sessicn of 
the Pennsylvania Legislature were all 
considered by the House Conmittee on 
Public Fieelth and Sanitation ‘The re- 
sult, after several hearings, was that a 
compromise measure was drafted. 

When the bill reached the Senate it 
was agreed to hold a final conference 
upon it in Philadelphia, probably June 
li, at the office of Congressman John 
R. K. Scott. It is proposed to see that 
there are no loopholes in the measure 
that will permit the illegal handling of 
narcotic drugs in Pennsylvania. 

At this conference State Senator Vare, 
Samuel W. Whitaker, of Chester; John 
C. Sullivan, all sponsors of anti-dope 
bills, and others interested will be pres- 
ent. It is possible that some of the more 
stringent provisions of the Sullivan bill, 
backed by the police department of Pitts- 
burgh, will be injected into the measure. 
In any event the bill, either in its pres- 
ent form or even more drastic, will be 
passed finally by the Senate early next 
week and then sent to the House for 
concurrence in amendments, if there are 
any. It is expected that within a week 
the bill will be in the hands of Governor 
Lbrumbaugh, and it is certain that he 
will approve it.

French Export Prohibitions in Effect 


June |. 


A decree of May 29, published June 1, 
prohibits the export, etc., from that date 
of acetic anhydrid, empty casks of all 
kinds and parts thereof, sodic lime, felt, 
metallic formiates, metallic hyposul- 
phites, animal black, metallic oxalates, 
compounds derived from sabadilla seeds, 
sulphate of barytes and magnesium, me- 
tallic sulphites, uranium. virconium, Zir- 
con. The decree is subject to usual ex- 
ceptions.

Saturday Noon, June 16, 1917. 
The strength in the lead pigments, 
which has been one of the most promi- 
nent features in the market for paint 
materials for some time, was again in 


evidence during the period. On Tues- 


day a new and higher schedule of prices 
became effective, and all the lead pig- 
ments were marked up one-half cent 
per pound in the new schedule. The 
metal market has been firm; but, in 
addition to the high prices asked for 
the metal, it is noted that further 
strength is given to the market by the 
fact that only limited amounts of lead 
are offered. Hence, the question of se- 
curing sufficient supplies is important 
to consumers of this metal. The zinc 
pigments are steady, with spot offer- 
ings of American process zinc oxide 
very limited, and second-hands are 
asking very high prices. There has 
been no change in the contract prices 
for either American or French process 
zinc oxide, and they remain at the 
levels as recently established, and will 
hold good for the periods covered in 
the contracts, which cover three months 
from June 30 in the case of French 
process and a period of six months 
from June 30 in the case of American 
process zinc oxide. Lithopone does not 
change to any extent in the spot mar- 
ket, and some producers are reported 
to be in a position to take orders for 
new business in addition to delivering 
on old contracts. Dry colors are firmly 
held, with some recent developments 
said to have increased the offerings of 
certain grades owing to larger domes- 
tic production. Paris green is firmly 
held, with the market largely con- 
trolled by second-hands. The scarcity 
of arsenic, which has been a factor n 
the market for green for some time, 
still is noted, and this prevents any 
real improvement in the position of the 
finished product. Prussiates are in 
limited supply, and this is reflected in 
the firm position of Prussian blue and 
kindred colors. Varnish gums have 
been meeting with a better demand 
and, as primary markets are steady, 
with shipments small, the result is seen 
in firm prices at all consuming points. 
Linseed oil has been irregular in price, 
with a range quoted according to seller, 
but buyers were able to obtain more 
favorable terms than was the case last 
week, or, at least, the open quotations 
were lower. A report on linseed oil 
and naval stores will be found on pages 
29 and 33, respectively. Comment on 
the important items in the paint trado 
follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The price for pig lead 
is quoted at llc. per pound in some 
quarters, but this is a nominal price. 
The quotation at which business might 
be done is 12@12%c. per pound. Lead 
ore at Joplin is quoted at $130 per 
ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—Further proof of the strong 
position of white lead was given during 
the early part of the week, when pro- 
ducers of basic carbonate advanced 
their prices for this product. Last week 
prices were marked up %%4c. per pound, 
and the advance this week also was 
tec, per pound. The revised quotation 
makes the lowest price for dry basic 
carbonate 11%c. per pound. The pig- 
ment ground in oil went up in price in 
the same proportion and the current 
price is 12%c. per pound. Above quota- 
tions for the product, both dry and in 
oil, refer only to large amounts and 
smaller lots are higher on a quantity 
basis. The quotation igs nominal to a 
certain extent, as trading is confined to 
prompt delivery, and no contracts will 
be taken covering distant deliveries. 
The market is strong at the advance, 
owing to the fact that supply is in 
doubt and stocks on hand are compara- 
tively light. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—The feature to the market 
during the week was the change in 
prices. Fundamental conditions were 
unchanged—that is to say, offerings 
are limited and producing costs are 
high, with the output limited, owing 
to scarcity of raw material. The ad- 
vance in price amounted to %c per 
pound, and basic sulphate is now 
quoted at a minimum price of lc per 
pound. There is a good inquiry for 
this material, but sellers are not offer- 
ing freely, and only prompt delivery 
can be negotiated. 

RED LEAD.—The lead oxides joined 
in the upward movement of prices this 
week, and dry red lead, according to 
a current quotation, cannot be secured 
under 13c per pound, This is the price 
given for round lots and -the usual pre- 
miums are demanded for smaller 
amounts. The market is firm, with of- 
ferings limited, and only prompt ship- 
ments can be obtained. Red lead in

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oil is now quoted at 13%4c¢ per pound 
and upward, according to quantity. 

LITHARGE.—Fair inquiry for this 
material is reported, and _ trading 
would be of larger volume if all queries 
were taken care of. Conditions in the 
market are similar to those given 
for the other lead pigments, which 
means that stocks on hand are com- 
parative'y small, and there is doubt 
regarding the future output. An ad- 
vance of %c per pound was an- 
nounced on June 12, and the lowest 
figure now quoted is 12%c per pound. 

ORANGE MINERAL,—This material 
offers no exception to the general rule 
of lead pigments, and the same ad- 
vance in quotations which has been 
enumerated in the case of the other 
pigments applies to orange mineral. In 
the early part of the week sellers were 
quoting on a basis of 14%c per pound, 
but this soon gave way to an inside 
price of 15c per pound, and the latter 
figure was firmly maintained over the 
balance of the period. There is a sea- 
sonable demand for orange mineral 
but sellers are offering only in a lim- 
ited way. 

SPELTER.—Demand for spelter has 
been quiet, and an easier tone has been 
noted in the market. Fundamental 
conditions are said to be firm, but the 
slow demand has caused some selling 
pressure. Prices at New York are 
quoted at 9%c per pound. Zinc ore at 
Taplin is quoted at $70.00@80.00 per ton. 


ZINC OXIDE.—The spot market for 
American process zinc oxide remains 
firm, with second hands quoting dif- 
ferent prices, and sales are reported to 
have been made during the week as 
high as 16c. per pound. In most quar- 
ters, only small amounts are offered 
on spot, and it is stated that demand 
has been in excess of supply, although 
many buyers have refused to place or- 
cers at the high prices which have 
been asked. The spot market is con- 
siderably above the prices recently es- 
tablished for contracts covering deliv- 
ery over the second half of the year. 
These contract prices range from 10% 
@10%c. per pound, according to quan- 
tity, with selected zinc oxide at 10%@ 
lic. per pound. These are the prices 
as given by producers, but the latter 
are disposing of their output on con- 
tract and are said to have no surplus 
fcr the spot market. Contract prices 
tor French process zinc oxide for the 
third quarter of the year are holding 
at the levels as recently announced, 
which are as follows: Red seal, 15@ 
15%c. per pound; green seal, 154@ 
125¢c. per pound; white seal, 16@16 ce. 
per pound. 


DRY COLORS. 


The dry color market is featured by 
firmness in the prices as quoted for 
the various selections. Certain grades 
of blacks are very limited, as the out- 
Lut is largely sold ahead. The various 
chemicals used in the dry color trade 
are strongly held and producing costs 
are thus established on a plane above 
normal. 





BLACKS. 


One of the features to the market 
for blacks is found in a report that the 
domestic output has been increased so 
as to make up the loss of imported 
colors. This has special reference to 
Frankfort, vine and vegetable blacks. 
The output of carbon gas black, how- 
ever, does not seem to be large enough 
for all consuming requirements, and 
prices as quoted in the spot market 
are made by second hands and are at 
high levels. Quotations are given at 
31@36c. per pound. Lampblack also 
is in limited supply and prices depend 
on seller. Drop black is quoted at 7@ 
12c. per pound. Mineral blacks are 
firm at $24@30 per ton, 

Ultramarine blues are in good de- 
mand, with spot stocks limited and 
prices varying according to seller and 
grade. Prices run from 2c. per pound 
up to 60c, per pound. Some inquiry is

blues, but the latter are in limited 
supply. Prussian blues’ have + not 


changed during the interval, but it is 
pointed out that yellow prussiate of 
potash has been firmer in the past few 
weeks and that offerings of the same 
have been very small, In contrast to 
this are reports that the output of 
prussian blues will be increased and 
that this color can be turned out for 
wc, per pound. Current quotations 
are 80c. to $1.50 per pound, according 
to grade, with the inside price referring 
to blues made from prussiate of soda. 


BROWNS. 
There has been no change in. the 
situation with regard to domestic 


sienna and the quotation is holding at 
2%@3c. per pound. Domestic grades 
of umber are in normal demand, with 
present trading not featured in any 
way and prices holding steady on a 
basis of 3@3%c. per pound. No quota- 
tion is heard for German Vandyk 
brown, and there does not appear to 
be any of this material in the local 
market. Italian sienna is quiet, but 
stocks are limited, and, with ocean 
freights high, market quotations are 
holding at 6%@10c. per pound, 
GREENS. 

The supply of arsenic has not gained 
in volume, and prices for this material 
are not weakening. This situation has 
a direct bearing on the market for 
paris green. Most producers of paris 
green are sold ahead and say that they 
are not quoting at present. Under the 
circumstances, prices are not very re- 
liable, as second hands are largely in 
contro] of the spot market and prices 


are given at 50c. per pound and up- 
wards. Chrome green is in moderate 
demand, but the market is described 


as quiet and the only feature is found 
in the firmness with which prices are 
maintained. The quotation ranges 
from 32c. to 50c, per pound, according 
to grade. 

REDS. 

Carmines are in moderate demand, 
with No. 40 quoted at $4.50@6 per 
pound. Standard Indian reds are mov- 
ing in a normal way, with the lowest 
price quoted at 7c. per pound, and the 
quotation goes up to 10c. per pound. 
Venetian reds are holding at 2%@4c. 
per pound. Oxide reds are maintained 
at previous quotations of 44@1l5c. per 
pound. Vroducing costs are a factor in 
the ‘market for oxide reds and cause 
values to be held above normal levels. 
Pure para toners are on the market at 
prices running from $1.75 to $2 per 
pound. Commercial grades are quoted 
at 40@60c. per pound. 


YELLOWS. 

A quiet week is reported in the mar- 
ket for yellow. Jobbing demand is re- 
ported for chemically pure chrome 
yellow and prices for such lots are 
based on quantity and grade. The 
quotation for round lots is given at 
24c. per pound and upwards, according 
to shade. The market is fimer than 
was the case a few weeks ago. There 
is no feature to present trading in 
ocher. Imports from France are run- 
ning light and values for French ocher 
are quoted as firm. at 38@3%c. per 
pound. Domestic ocher is moving 
steadily and is held at $20@30 per ton. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


Imported materials are in an un- 
changed position for the most part. 
The situation surrounding chalk, whit- 
ing and putty has not changed funda- 
mentally for a long time, though prices 
for the latter two materia!s have been 
stronger recently as the scarcity of 
supplies became more _ accentuated. 
Some of the varnish gums have shown 
a firmer tendency, with shipping re- 
str'ctions affecting copals. 

BARYTES.—Foreign advices say the 
Manchuria Barium Company, estab- 
lished in January, 1917, by Japanese 
residents of Pulantien and cap:talized 
at 50,000 yen ($25,000), has begun busi- 





ness on a commercial scale, Invest!- 
gation has shown, it is said, that there 
is a large supply of barytes in the 
vicinity of Pulantien, in the Kwang- 
tung Leased Territory, and the com- 
pany is reported to have received a 
large order from Osaka, which will oc- 
cupy all its energies for some time. 
The demand from Japan is considered 
very good, and doubtless most of the 
output of the company will go to that 
country. 

Foreign barytes are not freely quot- 
ed in the local market and difficulty in 
making shipments, combined with high 
transportaiton rates, has placed the 
market in a nominal position. Domes- 
tic barytes are in good demand, with 
regular withdrawals against existing 
contracts. Values are well maintained 
at $28@32 per ton, with off-color 
barytes offered at $20@24 per ton. 

CASEIN.—According to the latest 
figures which are available, imports of 
case.n for the nine months of this fiscal 
year were larger than those for the 
corresponding period of last year, This, 
however, does not indicate that offer- 
ings in the current market are large, 
and it is probable that the smaller out- 
put at home reduced total offerings to 
such an extent that they were under 
those of last year. At any rate, pres- 
ent stocks are reported as small and 
prices are firm, ranging from 22c. per 
pound to 28c. per pound, according to 
grade, Some offerings of imported 
case'n are said to have been on the 
market at 25c. per pound, 

CHINA CLAY.—There is a good de- 
mand for domestic grades of China 
clay. A good part of the requirement 
is taken care of by contract deliveries, 
but, in addition to this, there is a fair 
call for supplies in the spot market. 
Quotations are given at $15 to $20 per 


ton. Imported China clay is quiet on 
spot, but consumers are interested in 
shipments, and a minimum price of 


$20 per ton is quoted, with the better 
grades going as high as $36 per ton. 
WHITING.—The chalk market is not 
quoted on any definite’ basis and sup- 
plies are difficult to obtain, with no 
spot offerings. Arrivals go direct to 
consumers and are needed to fill ex- 
isting orders, There is a good demand 
for whiting, and, with the chalk sup- 
ply limited, it is impossible to bring 
tre output of whiting up to such an 
extent that it will be able to fill con- 
suming demands. This gives a strong 
tone to the market for whiting and no 
definite prices are quoted, as sales de- 
pend on agreement between buyer and 


seller. 
GLUES. 


There are two factors in the glue 
market which have been prominent for 
some time and which still show the 
condition of the market. In the first 
place, there is the fact that manufac- 
turers are sold ahead and are able to 
offer but small amounts on spot, and, 
secondly, is the fact that any quota- 
tions which are given are considerably 
above those which normally prevail. 
This situation has not changed, and, if 
it is further added that supplies of 
glue stock are limited and are com- 
manding high prices, the entire situa- 
tion is practically summarized, There 
is a good demand for glue, as far as 
deliveries On contracts are concerned, 
and such lots as are offered in the spot 
market also are readily absorbed. Many 
consumers of glue, however, are said 
to be substituting other materials 
whenever possible, and this tends to 
cut down inquiries in the spot market. 
Prices are made by second hands and 
are not reliable, since they refer to 
specific quantities which are offered, 
and apply only as long as these goods 
are unsold.

LINSEED OIL. 


A very quiet week is reported in the 
market for linseed oil. Prices have 
varied, according to seller, with an 
easy tone to the market, The weak- 
ness in seed prices or at least the de- 
cline in the prices as quoted in the 
Duluth market, combined with favor- 
able reports from the Northwest, have 
created an easier feeling regarding 
values for oil, The slow buying move- 
ment is, however, very important, inas- 
much as certain holders of oil were 
eager to dispose of their holdings, and 
selling pressure has existed and has 
been more pronounced because it came 
at a time when demand was unusually 
quiet. Offers of resale o!l also have 
contributed to create a feeling of weak- 
ness. In contrast to this it is found 
that certain crushers are quoting oil in 
car lots at $1.25 per gallon and regard 
the market to be so strong that they 
are not trying to meet the competition 
which has developed. The quotation 
openly made in other quarters is $1.17 
per gallon, with intimations that this 
figure could be shaded on firm bids. 
Stocks of oil held by some crushers are 
not large and this may account to 
some extent for their reluctance to 
meet the prevailing prices for the spot 
article. On the other hand there is a 
feeling that oil will be scarce before 
the end of the summer months and 
that better prices can be secured by 
holding oil from the present market. 
The cake market has not changed ma- 
terially during fhe period, but there is 
not much trading) and cake cannot be 
given as a bearish factor on oil prices. 
_The seed market is in a nominal po- 
sition and a distinction is made be- 
tween seed prices and seed values, as 
is shown on the editorial pages of this 
issue, In other words, while the daily 
quotations in the Duluth market show 
a weakness in seed, this is not found 
to be the case when crushers attempt 
to take on supplies and values are 
much stronger than is indicated by 
the quotations. A report from Can- 
ada this week states that the flax 
acreage in the three principal prov- 
inces of the Dominion is increased 8.3 
per cent. over the acreage of last 
year. No figures are available for the 
increase in acreage in the American 
Northwest, but most reports agree 
that the acreage will show an _ in- 
crease Reports from the Western. 
Canadian, and Buenos Aires seed mar- 
kets from our own correspondents will 
be found on page 20.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


Closing prices were lower than a 
week ago. Liquidation during the 
week has progressed along fairly lib- 
eral lines, and aside from this there 
appeared to be considerab!e bearish 
pressure on the market. The wild up- 
ward movement in cotton had no ap- 
parent effect on oil, probably because 
the advance in the staple was not due 
to any reported deterioration of the 
new cotton crop. The lard market 
failed to advance and the variations 
in the hog product were not of a 
character to inspire new buying in- 
terest in cottonseed oil. Consuming 
demand has not been urgent, although 
dealers are finding a steady outlet for 


small lots, particu'arly of the higher 
grades. In the open market there has 
been a lot of switching from nearby 
to future months. Refiners are report- 
ed to have purchased old crop in some 
volume, and it was due to the reported 
buying of these concerns that prices 
recovered quite rapidly on Friday. 
Lower tallow and grease markets and 
an easier feeling in soya bean oil ship- 
ments exerted a depressing effect and 
probably induced short selling and 
realization of cottonseed oil contracts. 
Crude oil has been rather neglected. 
Offerings of old crop have remained 
small and scattered sales have been 
reported at $1.09@1.10 a gallon. the 
market being officially quoted nominal 
during a greater part of the period un- 
der review. Future crude prices have 
not crystallized into concrete figures, 
and the progress of the cotton crop 
will probably have a lot to do with 
the views of sellers. The government’s 
report states that considerable rain 
fell in the northern part of the cotton 
belt, and in a few localities cultivation 
was interrupted by showers and wet 
ground. In Florida, however, as well 
as on the middle Gulf coast, where lit- 
tle or no rain has fallen for some 
weeks, dry weather is unfavorably af- 
fecting the cotton crop. The report 
shows that the temperature was above 
normal, except in the north-central 
states, the departure being from 3 to 
6 degrees above the normal in Texas, 
and slightly over 3 degrees above the 
normal in southern Mississippi and 
southern Georgia. Although the plants 
are still small in Texas, good growth 
was made, and there was an improve- 
ment shown in Oklahoma, except 
where too wet in eastern counties. 
Considerable improvement in the 
growth was shown in North Carolina 
and South Carolina, and some pants 
were in bloom in Georgia. Squares 
were forming in some localities in Lou- 
isiana. The stand of cotton is still 
generally poor, however, and there are 
reports of damage by lice and boll 
weevil in scattered locatities. Below 
is a detailed market report of trans- 
actions for each day during the past 
week, together with a table of sales, 
receipts and exports, and telegrams 
from the crude oil centers.

This tremendous increase has been due 
to the fact that this country is the 
only one to which shippers may ex- 
port merchandise with safety. The 
products of the Dutch East Indies 
were formerly sent to Holland, but the 
German submarine activity has divert- 
ed shipments to the United States. 
Coconut oil exports from the Dutch 
East Indies have also increased con- 
siderably for the three months ending 
March 31, amounting to _ 13,371,393 
pounds, as compared with 1,497,845 
pounds for the same time during 1916. 

CORN OIL.—Crude corn oil was 
weaker during the past week, and 
prices at the close were lower at 15@ 
154%c. per pound, in barrels, in car 
lots. Offers of 1,000 barrels of crude 
oil were made at 15c. per pound. The 
demand for refined and crude corn oil 
was fairly good. Heavier offerings of 
crude oil prompted quotations to sag. 
Leading producers of refined corn oil 
advanced the price of refined to 16.41@ 
16.61c. per pound for car lots in cooper- 
age, an increase of 15 points, 


OLIVE OIL.—The market for de- 
natured olive oil continued firm during 
the interval. Stocks of oil are report- 
ed meager and in firm hands. Prices 
were stiff, with sellers ho'ding sup- 
Plies at $1.55@1.60 per gallon, accord- 
ing to seller. The spot market for olive 
oil foots is still featured by the lack 
of supplies. Prices are strong, and 
sellers are offering limited amounts 
only. At the close foots were quoted 
at 19@20ce. per pound, according to 
seller and buyer. 

PALM: OIL.—Lagos palm oil was 
firmer during the interval, and sellers 
were quoting 184@18%c. per pound. 
Available supplies of Lagos are small 
and firmly held. Prime red oil was 
also steady at 16@17c. per pound, ac- 
cording to quality and quantity. 
Trading was fairly active during the 
week, and stocks are well. held. Fifty 
tons of Lagos oil afloat were offered at 
18%c. per pound, New York. Niger 
red oil on spot was held at 16%4c, Ad- 
vices from Liverpool, dated May 24, 
stated that it is practically useless 
giving any quotations, as owing to 
the action of the Oil Controller, who 
has fixed a maximum price, business 
is more or less at a standstill. There 
are no sellers of Lagos or soft oil at 
the price fixed; on the other hand, it 
is possible to buy hards at the figure 
indicated, but here there are no buy- 
ers. Under the old conditions the gov- 
ernment undertook to grant licenses, 
provided the glycerine equivalent was 
returned to them, and we actually 
have at the present moment existing 
contracts for glycerine with the gov- 
ernment, and on the strength of these 
contracts have sold palm oil to buy-

The American Linseed Company, which 
has come to the fore as a factor in the 
coconut oil industry of this country since 
the outbreak of the European war, has 
recentiy purchased the Bayenne and Soho 
Park, N. J., plants of the Nucoa Butter 
Company. In acquiring this property tie 
American Linseed Company will be able 
to compete more successfully for At’an- 
tic seaboard business. The company op- 
erates the plants of the Pacific Lead and 
Oil Works, San Francisco, and the Saw- 
tay Products Company, of Chicagu. 

Production of coconut oil in this coun- 
try during the past three years has in- 
creased enormously. Importations of 
copra, or coconut meat, have increased 
from (0,076,664 pounds in 1914 to 162,370,908 
pounds in 1916, with indications for a 
substantial gain over last year’s total 
for 1917. While the bulk of the coconut 
oil produced in this country is consumed 
by the soap manufacturers, the utilization 
of this oil in the produgtion of butter 
substitutes is making rapid headway. The 
Nucoa Butter Company was organized 
some time ago for the manufacture of 
coconut butter, ete.

There is a somewhat more optimistic 
tone in the petroleum market, due to a 
general increase in production for the 
month of May and for the past week. 
True, the gain is not large, as com- 
pared with the increased demand and 
the heavy increased exports, but, still, 
the bringing in of new wells of mo- 
ment in Butler county, Kansas, in the 
same locality where the 12,000-barrel 
well was reported last week, ig indica- 
live that something may yet be 
brought about to relieve the crude 
stringency, if the necessary pipe and 
well materials can be obtained. 

The May pipe line reports are inter- 
esting. Runs from the wells increased 
407,089 barrels over April, while ship- 
ments decreased 115,483 barrels. But 
stocks were cut down 541,137 barrels, 
which is not quite so cheering when it 
is further considered that stocks were 
reduced 514,479 barrels in April, a total 
reduction of 1,055,616 barrels, exclusive 


of the heavy reduction of stocks in 
California, 
Taken in connection with these re- 


ports, the export of mineral oils for the 
10 months shows a heavy gain in totals 
over a year ago. The exports of all 
mineral oils for the period ending April 
30 for the past three years tells its own 
story:

The April exports for 1917 were 200,- 
266,067 gallons, as compared with 157,- 
461,216 gallons a year ago, an increase 
of approximately 42,800,000 gallons, or 
oo than 1,500,000 gallons per shipping 
day. 

The new production in Kansas—one 
12,000-barrel and one 9,000-barrel well, 
with several other notable completions 
—is bringing the new development 
there into the limelight. Oklahoma is 


holding its own. There is a healthy 
gain in new production in the Texas 


Panhandle, while notable developments 
in both the Caddo and De Soto districts 
of northern Louisiana have swelled the 
new production there, one 3,200-barrel 
gusher having been brought in on the 
Grand Bayou property. The average 
daily production of the De Soto field is 
now nearly 12,000 barrels, an increase 
of nearly 3,000 barrels over the pre- 
vious week, 

In the Gulf coast the entire new pro- 
duction for the week was 4,885 barrels, 
of which Goose Creek is credited with 
3,800 barrels, a loss as compared with 
the week before. 

Runs from the wells in Kentucky 
for the month ‘otaled 54,290 barrels, to 
which, it is estimated, must be added 
an Allen county production of 2,000 
barrels a day, and 500 barrels a day in 
Knox county. 

There is persistent activity in the 
older fields of the high grade districts, 
but the results fare not marked as af- 
fecting the total supply of crude to be 
had. 

The Mexican oil situation is “rapidly 
growing no better” since additional 
handicaps are being placed on exports 
by the government with exorbitant 
duties. Protests have been made to 
this government on the ground that the 
action is inspired by enemies of the 
allies, as the British warships would be 
handicapped severely should East coast 
exports of fuel oil be he'd up.

REFINED PRODUCTS. 


There is little of note in the refined 
market, with no price changes except 
incidental gasoline changes in widely 
scattered districts. Locally the situa- 
tion is quiet, with demand heavy. The 
export demfand, as already noted, con- 
tinues large. April exports of illumi- 
nating oil were 13,000,000 gallons more 
than last year, lubricating and paraffin 
6,000,000 more, naphthas and gasoline, 
15,500,000 more, gfas and fuel oil 7,500,- 
000 more. Just how much longer this 
drain will be allowed to continue with- 
out change in price is the problem that 
is keeping even the wise ones guessing.

offset this decline in the gusher district of the

The Kentucky field is capable of producing

EASTERN PIPELINE 
REPORT. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., June 15, 1917. 

A remarkable production of crude petroleum 
is reported from the high grade fields east of 
the Mississippi River during the month of 
May, the total runs from the wells being 3,- 
310,777.18 barrels, the deliveries for the same 
period were 3,543,412.81 barrels, and the stocks 
at the close of the month were 12,661,286.30 
barrels. In the mid-continent fields of Kansas 
and Oklahoma the runs from the wells were 
10,475,547 barrels, the deliveries 10,697,247 
barrels and the stocks at the close of the 
imonth were 80,525,173 barrels, which does 
not include stocks of 13,000,000 barrels held 
in tanks on the various farms throughout the 





Oklahoma nd Kansas fields. Adding this 13,- 
000,000 barrels to that held by the pipelines 
in all the fields mentioned would show the 


stocks to be 106,186,459.30 barrels. The runs 
from the wells of the fields mentioned for the 
month were 13,786,324.18 barrels and the de- 
liveries were 14,240,659.81 barrels; the stocks 
less the storage held on leases im Oklahoma 
were 95,186,459.30 barrels. 

The stocks for May were reduced close to 
00,000 barrels from the figures of April, and 
if this is maintained for any length of time 
there will be a shortage of the crude product.

GULF COAST. 


Houston, Tex., June 11, 1917. 


Results in drilling operations during the 


week were below the average. The total new 
production up to Saturday was 4,885 barrels 


for the entire Gulf coast division, the bulk of 
this coming from the Goose Creek field, which 
had 3,800 barrels new production, against 
7,650 barrels for the week before. One of 
its wells, No. 4 Ashbel Smith, completed by 
the Sun Company, had an initial production 
of 1,000 barrels, but increased its flow by sev- 
eral thousand barrels a day or two _ later, 
flowed for a day or two longer, and then 
sanded up, and is being cleaned out Sour 
Lake contributed a trifle more than 600 bar- 
rels and Humble a little less. The gusher 
completed last week in this district by the 
Grant Oil Company is still flowing about 1,500 
barrels. Batson had a 75-barrel well and 
Saratoga one of 10 barrels. None of the other 
flelds reported completions up to Saturday. 
Vinton was expecting a well near the big 
gusher completed in this district by the Gulf 


Coast Oil Company on April 20 and which ia 
still producing at the rate of 2,600 barrels a 
day. Interest for the week still centered 


at Damon Mound; there are twenty-six wells 
drilling in this new field and derricks for six 
more, about the same number as is operating 
in the Sour Lake district. Trading is very 
active in this locality and land leased for 
miles around. The Empire Gas and Fuel 
Company has just paid $25,000 for a lease on 
fifty acres of land two miles from the Damon 


gusher and one mile east of the base of the 
mound. This is said to be the highest price 
that has been paid for a lease so far from 
the well. Another deal in the center of the 
field has been reported, where four acres in 
fee and the lease on the tract were sold for 
$17,000. Two wells at the mound were being 
closely watched at the close of the week, one 
belonging to the Success Oil Campany, located 


160 feet from the gusher and reported as being 
down 1,440 feet in hard rock. This is at 
nearly the same depth as the gusher was com- 
pleted and it flowed from rock.

or two later had increased its flow to about 
8,000 barrels. It steadied down to about 3,000 
barrels, flowed for a day or two longer at that 
rate and then sanded up. 

The next best well was that of the Sinclair 
Gulf Corporation, formerly carried in this re- 
port as the Simms-Sinclair interests No. 14 
Schilling, flowing 1,000 barrels. No. 12 Minnie 
Gaillard, belonging to the same interests, is 
purping 100 barrels, and Nos. 6 and 7 on 
the Ashbel Smith, belonging to the same, are 
salt water wells. The Gulf Production Com- 
pany’s No. 1 Matthews is a 200-barrel pumper 
and its No. 7 Wright is a 50-barrel well. Out 
in the bay the Gulf's No. 6 Beaumont-Petro- 
leum came in late in the week flowing by 
heads 500 barrels. The Producers’ Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 1 Jones is flowing 400 barrels. The 
average daily production for the Goose Creek 
district for the past week is about 18,000 bar- 
rels ‘There are 114 rigs in active operation 
and derricks up for twenty-eight more. This 
is slightly less than the number last week, 
and some of the rigs aré being shipped to 


Damon Mound. 
Humble. 


Humble has twenty-eight wells drilling and 
ten riggings up. ‘There are 485 barrels new 
production from five producing wells. The 
largest was No. 20 River, pumping 200 bar- 
rels. The producers’ Oil Company’s No. 18 
Cc. O. & G. is pumping 175 barrels. The Re- 
public Production Company worked over its 
No. 27 Stevenson and it is pumping 50 barrels 
at 2,500 feet. The Onakaska Oil Company 
worked over its No. 1 House, which flowed by 
heads 50 barrels for a short time and then 
sanded up. The Hufstutler Oil Company’s No. 
23 Hermann is a 10-barrel pumper. The Grant 
Oil Company’s gusher, No, 1 Williams, com- 
pleted last week flowing 2,000 barrels, is still 
flowing about 1,500 barrels daily, and the com- 
pany has three more wells drilling. This 
well was completed at 2,64% feet in what was 
considered condemned territory. It is in the 
northeast corner of the W. W. Williams 9.46 
acres, being 37% feet west of the west line 
of the Hermann 500 acres and 175 feet south 
of the north line of the Williams. The pay 
in which this well was completed is thought 
to be a continuation of the deep pay found 
on the Stevenson by the Republic Production 
Company and the Producers’ Oil Company. 
There is a theory that this extends out of 
the Stevenson, across the Landslide, Paraffine 
40 acres and Esperson 500 acres, and possibly 
leading out to ‘the northwest. If this should 
prove correct it may lead to another period 
of gusher wells at ‘Humble. 

Considerable new work is starting in this 
locality. Besides the three new tests started 
by the Grand Oil Company, the Invincible Oil 
Company (Neils Esperson) has two rigs. run- 
ning and a derrick for a third as offsets to the 
Grant well. These are on the Hermann west 
line. R. L. Young is starting a test 800 feet 
northwest of the well on an acre lot, and 
Hagan et al., of Kansas City, have a derrick 
up on the Westheimer. The average daily pro- 
duction for the Humble district is 21,000 bar- 


rels. 
Sour Lake. 


Sour Lake had six completions, two of which 
were abandonments. There was a total of 515 
barrels new production from four pumpers, 
the largest being that of the Humble Oil and 
Gulf Production companies, a joint test, No. 
36 Hardin, pumping 225 barrels at 2,120 feet. 
The Humb'e Oil Company’s No. 11 Hardin is 
pumping 175 barrels, the Lake Oil Company's 
No. 16 Hebert pumping 100 barrels, and the 
Pevito Oil Company’s second well on the 
Davis pumping 15. The Town Oil Company 
has abandoned its No. 2 McShane and is mov- 
ing the derrick to start a third test on the 
Same lease northeast of the second. 

The Producers’ Oil Company's No. 292 fee is 
drilling at 3,612 feet, and its No. 1 Merchant 
drilling in hard sand at 4,000 feet. The aver- 
age daily production for the Sour Lake district 
is 11,200 barrels. There are 28 wells drilling 
and four new ones rigging up.

The Producers’ Oi] Company has 
three wells drilling, the Success Oil Com- 
pany two, one located within 160 feet of the 
big gusher is down 1,440 feet in hard rock. 
The Texas Exploration Company has a well 
drilling at about the same depth; both are 
nearing completion. The gusher was completed 
at a depth of about 1,450 feet.

The Sun Company also has a test shut down, 
No. 1 Hebert, at 2,385 feet. The Dr. Wilkins 
Oil Company has a test drilling below 900 
feet, No. 1 Bernard-Grimm. The Gulf Com- 
pany’s second test, (Pharr«<Bussy, hae started 
drilling and is down below 200 feet. No. 1 of 
this company in the same locality was aban- 
doned in salt not long ago. 

At Edgerly the Pelican State Oil Company 
is setting strainer in No. 1 Crowley at 3,128 
feet in 17 feet of pay. 

At Jennings the Gulf Refining Company’s 
No. 6 Rex is pumping salt water and very lit- 
tle oil at 1,940 feet. At Vinton the same 
company is preparing to put No. 28 G. & N. G. 
on the pump. Its No. 2 Perry is drilling in 
hard sand and will set strainer soon, 


Wildcats. 


Wildcat work continues active in spite of the 
high prices and ecarcity of material, with 
several new derricks up in different coun- 
ties. Nothing of value was discovered in any 
of the many tests under way throughout the 
past week. South of Dayton and Liberty the 
Empire Gas and Fuel Company has aban- 
doned its deep test on the J. Riverie tract 
that caueed all the excitement, the total depth 
being a little less than 2,900 feet. It is mov- 
ing a rig in on the Beard 10 acres, for which 





it paid $12,500, this location being 2,500 feet 
due east of the abandoned hole on the Riverie. 
The company is also setting up on the Julia 
Welder land on the west side of the river, 
1,000 feet west and a little north of the hole 
which it abandoned on the Welder. On the 
H. H. Jackson land on the west side of Day 
Lake the company is fishing in its test around 
500 feet. Kendall et al. are starting a test on 
the Zeiss-Ewing-Pickett land, 1,000 feet south- 
east of the abandoned hole on the Julia 
We der. 

The test of the Hoyt Davis Oil Company 
and Empire Gas and Fue! Company on the 
Hillbrenner farm twe.ve miles north of Hous- 
ton was tested a second time at 1,800 feet, 
but it was impossible to shut off the water 
at the present depth. A heavier rig has been 
secured and the hoie will be driiled for a 
deep test, going to a depth of 3,500 feet if 
necessary.

W. B. Root is drill- 
ing his second test at 560 feet on the Buck- 
hoitz. The Reynolds Petroleuf Company 
drilling on the Stinpson near Humble is side 
tracking at 2,65 feet. Near the San Jacinto 
Battle Grounds the Miller Oil Company’s sec- 
ond test is shut down at 2,400 feet. The 
People’s Oil and Gas Company is sidetracking 
its test on the Ruhl at 2,500 feet. Three miles 
south of the Humble production the Singie- 
ton Ranch Company and C@. T. Rucker are 
drilling No. 2 Singleton at 2,125 feet. The 
Arcola Oil Company drilling southwest of 
Houston on the House plantation tested the 
hole at 2,150 feet and had a showing of oil 
at that depth, but will probably drill deeper.

The West States Petroleum Company is 
making preparations to start a test on its 
Go0-acre lease in the Lost Soldier field, north- 
west of Rawlings, This company also has 
acreage in the Big Muddy, Elk Basin, Salt 
Creek and Grass Creek fields and contem- 
plates the drilling of twenty wells, 

The Anaconda Development Association is 
making good progress at its test well near the 
village of Hime, where a lease is held on 
several hundred acres of territory. The Spin- 
dletop Oil Company also has a rig ready to 
move to its leases in the same vicinity, 

The Liberty Oil and Gas Company is down 
close to a depth of 2,300 feet at its test on 


the south side of the Greybull River, near 
Greybull, and is evidently looking for the 
Wail Creek sand, as the well has passed 


through what is known as the Greybull forma- 
tion, which produces the oil in the Greybull 
field. 

The Soo Oil Company has started active 
drilling work on its leases near Greybull, and 
will push work as rapidly as can be done. 

The weather conditions the past week have 
been anything but favorable to the rapid de- 
velcpment of the fields near Greybull and 
Basin, and also in the Grass Creek and Big 
Muddy fields; in fact, over all the fields of 
Wyoming. 

Wyoming speculators are capitalizing oil 
companies, real and alleged, at the rate of 
$1,000,000 a day. But how the speculators do 
yell when the State attempts to tax them on 
the basis of the capitalization, even though 
that is the basis on which they hope to fool 
the public, and too often succeed. 


To Build Highway. 


The first miles of cement highway in Wyo- 
ming will be built by the oil refineries at Cas- 
per, near the middle of the State, At a re- 
cent meeting of the Casper Motor Club the 
representatives of the oil refineries in the city 
of Casper were prevailed upon to start opera- 
tions by building a cement highway from 
Casper to the refineries, Wyoming road en- 
thusiastics are trying to arouse interest in the 
construction eventually of the whole Wyo- 
ming section -* the Lincoln highwav with 
cement. 

The Ilo Oil Company has acquired a block 
of 4,200 acres seven miles southwest of the 
Grass Creek field, on what is believed to be 
a continuance of the Grass Creek field after 
it has passed the Ilo Ridge syncline. This 
new dome has escaped the attention of the 
oil nven, and it is pronounced a very favor- 
able spot to test out, 

Receiver Billow, of the Wyopo Oil Company, 
will ask authority of the District Court at 
Lander to increase the production of this com- 
pany from the Dalias field. 

The Western Exploration Conypany has start- 
ed drilling on the ‘Harrison tract lease that 
brought $40,000, the contract having been let 
to H. C. Heslep. This venture adjoins the 
lease of the Five Hundred Co-operative Oil 
Company, which was drilled to a depth of 
2,500 feet.

MID-CONTINENT. 


Tulsa, Okla., June 12, 1917. 


Kansas again proved the sensation of the 
week when another gusher was developed in 
Towanda township, in Butler county, and that 
portion of the country has taken on a very 
active appearance. This area a few months 
ago was given practically no consideration, as 
five failures had been recorded on the south 
half of the township and the chances did not 
look any too bright. Then a 200-barrel well 
was drilled, followed by the drilling in of the 
well of the Trapshooters’ Oil Company in sec- 
tion 11-26-4, which made as high as 10,000 bar- 
rels, causing great excitement and the paying 
of some high prices. The latest well is that 
of the Carter Oil. Company on the Orban farm, 
in section 10-26-4, which has been flowing at 
the rate of 12,000 barrels daily, with some 
estimates even going higher. The completion 
of these two gusher wells in the 2,300-foot 
sand gives the Kansas field another locality to 
help hold the market down to ite present fig- 
ures. 

During the last week twenty derricks have 
sprung up in the vicinity of the new strikes, 
and it will not take a long time to determine 
what is in store for this prolific area. It does 
not look as if it will cover a very large area, 
but then no one can ever tell. This area was 
ecndemned by the geologists. To the north- 
east of the new gushers just one and one-half 
miles is where the first test in the El Dorado 
pool was drilled, being abandoned at 2,850 feet. 
It was a year or two after‘that the pool was 
opened, and it has proved a prolific one. 


El Dorado Extension. 


There is a chance for the new development 
to be connected with the Dillenbeck develop- 
ment, which is two miles to the north, being 
the west extension of the El Dorado pool. 
Fancy priccs are being paid miles in advance 
of the production, and several other tests are 
due within the next few daye that iook as if 
they -would get some of the large flow of oil. 
So far beth of the gushers have been free of 
water. Walter F. McGinnis has just paid 
$100,000 for. the 80-acre tract in the west half 
of the northeast quarter of section 3-264 to 
S. H. Hale et al. The lease also carriéd @ 
three-eizghths royalty interest. The southwest 
quarter of section 33-25-5 has been purchased 
by the Mid-Kansas Oil and Gas Company 
(Ohio Oil Company), the consideration not be- 
ing reported. 5 

The large gusher of the Trapshooter Oil 
Company on the Williams and Wasker farm, 
in seetion 11-264, ie producing 9,000 barrels 
daily. On Monday of the past week 14,000 bar- 
rels was saved, which was the most ever pro- 
duced from any well in Kansas and as good as 
the largest in the famous Cushing pool. 

Those who have been looking for an ad- 
vance in the credit balances got a jolt with 
the 1eport of the two large wells, as there is 
no chance of an advance when wells of this 
ealiber are being finished. Should the new pool 
prove of any size there would be a chance of 
a reducticn, but this is practically out of the 
question. If the new wells fall off as readily 
as the large ones did in the El Dorado and 
Augusta pool there is very little to fear. At 
the present time oil is being taken out of 
storage, and it would take a pool of large 
dimensions with many gusher wells to cause 
any farm, 

In the various other poole scattered through 
Kansas there is very little doing at this time, 
with the Smock development south of El 
Derado as the most interesting. The shallow 
sand districts in the eastern portion of the 
State are getting a good play, especially An- 
derson and Linn counties, which have just 
come into the limelight, and considerable work 
is contemplated during the coming montha. 
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The shortage of casing is etill acute, but relief 
is promised shortly. The Labette county devel- 
opment has not been showing up so well of 
late, and a large list of failures have been 
recorded, but this can be expected when the 
operations etart and scatter as quick as they 
did in this county. 


Oklahoma Holding Its Own. 


Oklahoma hag just about been holding its 
own, coming to the front with an occasional 
large well or an extension to an old pool to 
hold up the interest. Payne county is look- 
ing very tempting at this writing, and some 
large wells can be expected from this county. 
Okmulgee county can alwaye be counted on to 
show something new, although things may run 
along very quiet for several weeks. It is one 
of the most spotted developments in the State, 
but has produced a large amount of oil and 
still is considered among the good ones as far 
as future possibilities are concerned. The Bald 
Hill development in this county has shown 
some exceptionally good wells during the pres- 
ent year, 

Geology is still causing some good prices for 
acreage, but the failure of many structures to 
show has caused come of the compantes to 
change their minds. The two latest strikes of 
the year are in localities where the geologists 
Stated that the chances were not favorable, 
and some of the best wells in the history of 
the development in the State have been struck. 

Cushing, Boynton, Blackwell, Billings, Gar- 
ber, Healdton, Augusta, El Dorado and many 
other prominent pools were opened by 
geologists.

of the State. The last three months have been 
exceptionally quiet, but it generally is at this 
time of the year, although war conditions have 
helped to make the situation a littte bit 
closer than usual. 


Wells of Importance. 


In the shallow-sand districts near Chelsea, 
in Nowata county, an important extension 
is reported. It belongs to Reynolds et al. 
in the northeast of the northeast of section 
24-24-17 on the Palmer farm. The sand was 
struck at 315 feet and ducing the ensuing 
twenty-four hours 100 barrels was placed in 
the tank. It is a mile in advance and will 
mean considerable more development, 

Another important well has been developed 
in the Cushing pool, in the prolific Creek 
county area. It belongs to the Cosden Ol 
and Gas Company and is on the Emma White 
farm, in section 24-17-7, in the south develop- 
ment. The sand was struck at 1,053 feet 
and continued for eight feet in what is called 
the Bruner sand. There was a showing for 
20 barrels of oil and 10,000,000 cubic feet of 
“gas. It is east of the most eastern production 
in the old development and opens a new area. 

Near Mounds, in Creek county, there is a 
showing that may open something new in thar 
locality. The well belongs to John Winemil- 
ter et al. and is reported good for 75 barrels, 
It is on the Nancy Howell tract, in the south- 
west corner of the northwest quarter.of sec- 
tion 12-16-12. It is one-half a mile in ada- 
vance of the Winemiller pool in section 2, 
and it indicates an important extention toward 
the southeast. There is a dry hole between 
the new well and the production in section 
2, showing that the area may have a ten- 
dency to be spotted. 

Another surprise has been sprung in the 
Leonard locality, in Tulsa county. The well 
belongs to the New York Oil Company and is 
in the southwest corner of the southeast of 
the northeast of section 25-17-14, offsetting 
the well of the Blue Ridge Oil Company to 
the north. At twenty-one feet in the sand

Demand for Fuel Oil. 


There is a large demand for fuel oil from 
the refiners throughout Oklahoma and Kan- 
sas and the prices vary. It is understood 
that this oil is selling all the way from 
$1.15 to $1.70 a barrel at the refinery. If 
the refiner is well supplied with tank cars 
and can move the oil in good shape he can 
command the high price, but if he is short 
on tank cars and the buyer has to furnish 
them he does not get the top-notch price. 


To Stop Casinghead Thefts. 


The Casinghead Gasoline Producers’ Asso- 
ciation of America has dec'ded to take 
prompt action to stop the stealing of gaso- 
line ages, and if such should be the case, 
leases, especially the tapping of gasoline 
pipelines and gasoline drips, and have made 
arrangements whereby a number of detec- 
tives will continually inspect such plants 
and lines and follow up all clues to gather 
such evidence as will convict parties steal- 
ing such products. Evidence is also being 
gathered whereby they expect to convict 
the parties buying the gasoline. Informa- 
tion has come to the association that con- 
siderable of the gasoline stolen ig betng 
bought by local garages. 

Several of the gasoline companies have 
found various connections along their gaso- 
line lines recently. These connections are 
faulty and in most cases leak, which is 
serious on account of the danger of fire and 
explosions. It was, therefore, decided from 
a standpoint of safety alone that manufac- 
turers must take prompt action to stop 
this pilfering. 


Hard on Lease Brokers. 


The oil lease business has been dealt a 
rather severe blow by the casing situa- 
tion. Lease brokers who find themselves 


with their money tied up in leases must 
content themselves in making surrenders or 
in making heavy payments as rental as the 
oil companies are not inclined to make 
purchases of leases when it is impossible 
to secure casing for drilling operations, 

It is a matter of interest to refiners and 
producers alike that the Supreme Court of 
the United States has decided that railway 
companies cannot be forced to supply _the 
oll fraternity with tank cars. This deci- 
sion will result in placing tank cars in the 
hands of rental companies and may lead to 
a monopoly of the business. It is stated 
that tank cars a short time ago cost as 
litle as $800, but the cost now is nearer 
$3,000. It wil) bes the policy of the coun- 
try to use all thé cars now on the roads 
rather than to 7s new ones with the 
stcel situation ag at exists. 


Gas Receiver Discharged. 


Judge James W. Holdren, in the District 
Court of Montgomery county, Kansas, has 
discharged John M. Landon as receiver for 
the Kansas Natural Gags Company and or- 
dered the entire property turned into the 
Federal Court. As- there is litigation just 
started in the Federal courts involving the 
‘authority of the receiver to fix rates and 
ag this is on appeal to the Circuit Court 
of Appeals of the United States, it will 
probably be a year before the receiver is 
finally discharged. Until the Federa] court 
suits are settled the Doherty interests can- 
not take charge of the management of the 
Kansas Natural properties, even though 
they own a controlling interest in the stock 
and a majority of the bonds. 


To Look for Storage Oil. 


The Tax Commission is getting ready to 
go on a hunt for a lot of oil which it sus- 
pects is in big tanks in various parts of the 
State, The commission has just finished 
the assessment of the pipeline companies 
operating in the State and it was surprised 
to find that there was mighty little oil 
reported for taxation except by the Stand- 
ard Oi) lines. None of the other pipelines 
had any oil. At least they did not report it 
to the Tax Commission. 

The companies showed that they owned so 
many tanks of 65,000-barrel capacity and so 
many tanks of other ———- and so many 
miles of pipeline, but there does not appear 
to have been any oil in those tanks or pipe- 
lines that belonged to these companies. 


Tommy Atkins Case. 


Conclusion of testimony and rebuttal evi- 
dence in the Tommy Atkins land allotment 
ease has closed. The court announced that 
ten days would be given the defendants in 
which to prepare and file briefs on the ques- 
tion as to whether or not the court has the 
right to consider the myth theory of the gov- 
ernment, it already being admitted that the 
Dawes commission, contrary to the contention 
of the government, received evidence when en- 
rolling names, 


Ownership of Oil Undertermined. 


Although the State School Land Commis- 
sioners have issued an order for division of 
the oil produced from the Marland lease that 
expired May 6, it is not certain that the 
Prairie Pipe Line Company, to which the oil 
is run, will recognize the order to the ex- 
tent of paying for the oj] under its terms. 
Approximately $100,000 worth of oil has been 
run from this lease since it expired. This 
sum hag not been paid, owing to the threat- 
ened litigation as to its ownership. 

Governor Williams contends that the lease 
having expired, the oil is the property of the 
State. Under terms of a resolution by the 
board, the sub-lessees of Marland are al- 
»wed to operate the lease pending appraisal 
and sale. Governor Williams has instructed 
the Prairie Pipe Line Company as executive 
of the State that the State claims the oil since 
May 6. 

Appraisement of this lease will have been 
completed in a few days, and, following that, 
will come the decision by the board as to 
what shall be done with the preference right 
allowed in the lease and negatived in the 
enabling act, according to the opinion of the 
Attorney General's office. 


State Gasoline Probe Delayed. 


At the request of Attorney General Fréeling, 
the State Corporation Commission Friday 
granted a continuance in the gasoline-price 
investigation, set for June 4, until June 26. 

J. I. Howard, assistant attorney general, 
and W. L. Crittenden, special assistant, re- 
turned yesterday from Whiting, Ind., where 
they took depositions at the home offices of 
the Standard Oil Company, the last of the 
companies visited. On their statement that 
they had asked the companies that are de- 
fendants in the suit for certain information 
which will take two weeks to assemble, Free- 
ling asked for the continuance. The attorney 









general asks the Corporation Commission to 
issue an order enjoining the defendant com- 
panies from price-fixing and discriminatory 
methods, and to fix the maximum price of 
gasoline at 17 cents a gallon, 


With the Refiner. 


J B Ryan has purchased the interests of 
Ned Mitchell in the Carroll Marketing Com- 
pany and J. L. Riley, formerly with the Gate 
City Oil Company of Kansas City, will suc- 
ceed Mr. Mitchell as secretary, While not 
given out, it is rumored that all of the com- 
panies with which Mr, Ryar is associated 
will be merged into one large company, with 
increased capitalization. It is not unlikely 
that some of the producers in the Healdton 
field will be in on the deal, which is expected 
to be consummated about the 15th. 

The Oklahoma Petroleum and Gasoline Com- 
pany has purchased a site for a refinery located 
a half mile west of the mid-continent plant 
in West Tulsa. Mr. Travis, general manager, 
states that owing to the high cost of material 
and the difficulty in obtaining steel, that it 
will not be possible to complete the new plant 
inside of a year. The Rittman process will be 
used, which will make this plant the object of 
the greatest interest to refiners everywhere. 

The Western Petroleum Company of New 
York is the name of a new marketing concern, 
of which Black & Hughes will be the Western 
representatives and part owners. They have 
bought out the old firm of J. BE. Gerrodette & 
Co., of New York, and will assume charge 
on the 15th, Mr. Gerrodette remaining as gen- 
eral sales manager. The Pittsburgh office of 
the firm will be in charge of W. Brooks, for- 
meriy of the More Oil Company, of Cincinnati. 
The officers of the reorganized firm are E. L, 
Hughes, president; J. H. Mathis, vice-presi- 
dent and treasurer; T. Selby Black, vice-pres- 
ident and in charge of the Chicago office; J. 
E, Gerrodette, secretary, and Frank C. Hen- 
derson, chairman of the Board of Directors. 

The Evans-Thwing Refinery Company has 
Selected a site for a refinery at Towanda, 
Kan,, and has begun the construction of tanks 
for the storage of oil in advance of actual 
refinery construction. 

The [Illinois Oil Company refinery at Cush- 
ing had a bad fire the past week, causing a 
loss o fabout $20,000. It fortunately will be 
able to be in full operation again within the 
next ten days. There were about 4,000 barrels 
of kerosene distillate desiruyed. 

George Priestly, accompanied by his son, 
Willis B., wae in Tulsa the last week look- 
ing after the interests cf the Empire Gas and 
fuel Company and the Crew-Levick Company, 
with which branch of the business Mr. Priestly 
is closely associated. The Crew-Levick con- 
cern, a subsidiary of the Doherty interests, has 
taken charge cf the selling end and is build- 
ing a new office building in Tulsa. Mr. Priestly 
States that the question of pipe is the only 
ere that is hciding back the build:ry of im- 
portant extensions to their pipeline system, 
as, for instance, a line from Ponca City to 
Oklahoma City, a lire that will be of great 
importance to the political center of Oklahoma, 
Mr. Priestly also states that so far as the line 
to the Gulf is concerned, it is aleo a question 
of getting enough pipe, but that this matter 
will be teuken up at a meeting of the Board 
ef Direerors in New York shertly. Mr. Prissity 
has just been in conference with J. C. Me- 
Dowell, at the head of the producing depart- 
ment of the Doherty interests. 

BE. B. Carson, formerly with the Union Petro- 
leum Company, returned from a trip to Chi- 
cago, and reports that his newly organized 
company, the Carson Petroleum Company, is 
getting along as nicely as could be expected. 
He maintains offices in Chicago, 

The Empire Refining Company has purchased 
the Sarco, formerly known as the Petroleum 
Products, at Independence, and will add it to 
its string of refineries. 

A gasoline plant is being constructed by the 
Puritan Gasoline Company on the Polson farm, 
five miles east of Collinsville. The plant will 
cost about $40,000. N. J. Putman is the pro- 
moter. 


R. L. Steiner has closed a deal for the 
casinghead gas privileges on the leases of the 
Roxana Petroleum Corporation in the Healdton 
district, and ig to construct a large casing- 
head gas plant at Healdton. 

Site has been purchased at Enid, Okla., for 
a refinery to be built by the Southwest Oil 
Company. The new plant will have a capacity 
of 2,000 barrels a day at the start. 

The Sapulpa Refining Company is now han- 
dling 7,500 barrels a day, and with extensions 
now under way and to be completed before 
July 1 will be able to handle more than 9,000 
barrels a day. 


Evans-Thwing Refining Company, which is 
building a large refinery in Wichita, purchased 
300,000 barrels from the Gilliland tank farm 
at $2 a barrel. It was a cash deal. The 
Evans-Thwing Company began this week to 
ship crude oil to its Kansas City refinery. The 
firm is loading cars from its own tanks at 
Towanda. Material of the Evans-Thwing 4- 
inch pipeline from El Dorado to Wichita hae 
been shipped from the factory. 

The Sinclair Oil and Refining Company has 
purchased from J. George Wirthman a large 
tract on which will be erected a large gasoline 
storage plant. The property has @ 200-foot 
frontage on the east side of Harrison street, 
north of the terminal tracks. The price paid 
was $213 per front foot, or $1.50 per square 
foot. The total wae $48,000. The Sinclair Com- 
pany has already been granted a city fran- 
chise with privilege of constructing storage 
tanks and laying of a switch! Actual work 
will start at once. These tanks will supply 
the several filling stations now being built by 
the Sinclair Company in Kaneas City. Work 
on the Sinclair refinery at Argentine is being 
pushed rapidly, and it is now anticipated will 
be completed by July 10. 

Barnings of the Sinclair Oil and Refining 
Company are running at the rate of approx- 
imately $12 a share on the outstanding stock. 
Earnings for the first three months of this 
year were something like $2,873,000, or at the 
annual rate of about $11.50 a share. 

The eevere electrical storm which passed over 
Tulsa and nearby fields destroyed a 65,000- 
barrel tank belonging to the Gulf Pipeline Com- 
pany near the Perryman station at Jenks. It 
contained 16 feet of Cushing oil and was 
equipped with a foam appliance protector 
which failed to work.

Organic Manufacture. 

In spite of the financial support by 
their governments and outside co-opera- 
tion it is quite sure than the manutac- 
turing of organics will not have made 
such progress in any of the allied coun- 
tries that after peace they would be able 
to resist successfully the German com- 
petition if not a few strong factors would 
assist this competition, as, for instance, 
the patriotism of the consumers in those 
countries. It can be assumed with cer- 
tainty that for many years in all these 
countries the product of the home coun- 
try will Le preferred in place of those of 
German origin. 

The preference by the domestic con- 
sumer is one of the strongest factors 
which will aid in establishing a home in- 
dustry. 

Such favorable factors will probably not 
help the American industry. On the con. 
trary, on one hand the American busi- 
ness man still considers the almighty dol- 
lar too much to place his own interest 
four any length of time second to those 
of the country at large; on the other 
hand the manufacturing costs of many 
domestic products, as the textile, are al- 


ready so high, compared with those 
abroad, that in many cases, as for in- 
stance in the textile industry, the con- 


sumer of organic products cannot bear 
a much higher manufacturing cost it he 
will remain a competitor in the world 
mai ket, 
With such

Should some of the big interests which 
are at present manufacturing explosives 
decide to take up the manufacturing of 
orgunics, there ought to be an organi- 


zution established amongst the largest 
manufacturers for the next few years at 
least for the purpose of making technical 
and scientific advancements mutually 
availuble. 
When we consider the large amount or 
available capital at disposition in the 
U. S. A., the existence of most of the 
raw materials, the well developed intelli- 


gence of the Americans for business and 
technical work, it ought to be possible to 
build up im the next few years an or- 
ganic chemical industry which will be 
capable to meet competition, provided 
that the capitalists learn to have a little 
patience, i. e., that they will lend their 
money and let it remain invested with- 
out large returns or perhaps without any 
profit at all for a time and that the 
American consumer of dyes will be able 
to sacrifice for some time a _ probable 
meager personal financial profit to the 
common interests, 


Should export trade be taken up, which, 
of course, is very essential for the de- 
velopment of an industry, especially such 
as the dyestuff industry which can at 
its best have only a comparatively small 
domestic sale, it will be absolutely neces- 
sary for the government to lend a more 
direct support to business and industrial 
undertakings. 

Export to countries industrially poor, 
such as South America, the Orient, China, 
ete., is always dependent upon credit 
given by the exporting country to the 
importing country, but such credit can 
ouly be extended to new or financially 
weak countries if the bamker and the in- 
dustry have the protection of their gov- 
ernment, 

There are other factors which will 
greatly help to build up an export trade 
such as the co-operation of transit in- 
teresis and labor. It should not happen 
that, when once export trade has been 
established, third persons such as rail- 
road companies, labor unions, etc., should 
make competition difficult with other 
countries through increased freight rates 
or larger scales of wages.

complete co-operation between govern- 
ment, manufacturers, sales-agents and 
shippers; even labor has learned to real- 
ize that the prosperity of each party is 
accomplished only by united efforts. 


Switzerland. 


In Switzerland cost of manufacturing is 
considerably higher than in other Euro- 
pean industrial countries on account of 
lack of raw materials. In order to offset 
this increase in cost and to make its 
manufacturers a competitor in foreign 
countries the Swiss Government has given 
important aid in a number of ways. It 
not only has lowered freight rates for 
certain products in its own country, but 
has gone so far as to try to obtain, 
through diplomatic channels, important 
concessions for its industry from other 
countries and very often with success. 

But in order to awaken a general inter- 
est for Industrial development it is most 
urgently necessary to lay the matter 
clearly before the public at large, which 
could be best accomplished through the 
daily papers, 

Of course, there has been a great deal 
written about the dyestuff industry lately, 
appearing, however, only in the trade 
journals, read mostly by people already 
acquainted with the subject. Reading 
matter on this subject appearing in the 
dailies for the last two years was mostly . 
nothing but a heap of nonsense and not 
in the least an intelligent expose of the 
subject. 

Summarized, that which is most es- 
sential for the establishment of an or- 
ganic chemical industry is on the part 
of the financial backers a generous pro- 
vision of funds and patience in the ex- 
pecting of big dividends; om the part of 
the manufacturers most economical tech- 
nical and commercial organization; on 
the part of the American consumer a 
preference for domestic goods even 
though in the beginning added ‘costs 
have to be borne; on the part of the 
government protection and co-operation,

the market for crude 
drugs and fine chemicals was con- 
ducted along conservative lines 
throughout the week and fewer price 
changes were reported. The lull in the 
buying movement was rather unex- 
pected and in several quarters it was 
attributed to the curtailment in specu- 
lative operations. The work of draw- 
‘ing up the revenue measure is progres- 
sing slowly, which tends to hamper 
business. During the last week the 
Senate committee reversed its position 
in regard to the manufacturers’ tax on 
proprietary medicines, perfumery and 
cosmetics by reducing the rate as pro- 
posed by the House to two per cent. 
Little headway was made in regard to 
the alcohol provisions. The freight 
situation, if anything, has grown 
worse. It was reported that the gov- 
ernment has been placing some busi- 
ness in pharmaceuticals direct with 
manufacturers at stipulated prices, 
without in any way affecting general 
market conditions. 

The decline in dynamite and crude 
glycerine was the feature in the mar- 
ket. The reduction was occasioned by 
the slight weakness in raw materials, 
due to speculative liquidation. The re- 
duction in dynamite had little influence 
upon sellers of the chemically pure 
grade, as stocks of the latter are said 
to be comparatively small on account 
of the scarcity of crude. There was a 
fair inquiry for dynamite glycerine at 
the lower figures. 

Following upon the advance in grain 
alcohol, selling agents marked up 
prices for the denatured sharply. 
Wood alcohol was quotably unchanged. 
With wood alcohol and the denatured 
virtually on a parity consumers showed 
more interest in the former. 

Importations of gum opium have been 
scanty of late, resulting in a firm mar- 
ket, lthough prices closed nominally 
unchanged. Demand for the opium de- 
rivatives was quiet, business being re- 
stricted chiefly by the high prices ob- 
taining. Cocaine was scarce, and in 
the “outside” market prices were con- 
siderably over the manufacturers’ basis. 
Offerings of quinine in some quarters 
were freer, and the market closed with 
the undertone barely steady. Specu- 
lators showed no interest in this com- 
modity. 

Citric acid was easier abroad, and lo- 
cally trading was described as quiet at 
unchanged prices. On reports that new 
producers will soon come into the mar- 
ket the situation in regards to saccharin 
was not quite so firm; in fact, some 
business was noted at easier prices. 
Menthol for spot and forward delivery 
was steady, although trading was quiet. 
Selling pressure was noted in Japanese 
refined camphor, especially for ship- 
ment. Domestic refined camphor was 
steady on limited offerings. Napththa- 
line balls were available at lower prices. 
Quicksilver again was reduced by sell- 
ing ‘agents, but some improvement was 
reported in the demand. The mercurials 
were unaffected by the weakness in the 
liquid metal, 

Salicylates for spot delivery were of- 
fered in a limited way only and quota- 
tions were more or less nominal, second 
hands holding out for a substiantial pre- 
mium over the current manufacturers’ 
level. Owing to the increase in the out 
put of benzoic acid further weakness 
was in evidence for sodium benzoate, 
and lower prices were named by manu-

facturers. Epsom salts were offered 
more free!y for shipment, but the spot 
situation underwent no ‘apparent 
change. 


Essential oils met with a routine de- 
mand and few price changes were re- 
ported under this list. Seeds and spices 
were irregular. Insect powder, jabo- 
randi, laurel leaves and squills were 
firmer. Waxes ruled firm on light spot 
offerings. Shellac prices were steady, 
in view of the complicated shipping sit- 
uation and the strength in primary 


markets.

OPIUM. 


There was no change in the opium 


situation. Importations have been 
light of late, and with the market 
firmer abroad prices here ruled steady. 
Gum opium, in cases, held at $27 per 
pound, with the powdered at $29 and 
the granular at $31, In London the 
market for Persian gum opium on 
June 9 closed at 42s 6d, as against 41s 
the week previous. Turkey gum was 
unchanged at 40s. 


MORPHINE. 


The demand was quiet and it was re- 
ported that buyers were no longer dis- 
posed to pay a premium over the man- 
ufacturers’ basis. Manufacturers quote 
the market as steady, in view of the 
scarcity in the supply of the basic 
narcotic, and prices were repeated at 
$9.80 per ounce for the sulphate and 


alkaloid. in five-ounce cans. 
CODEINE. 
Trading in codeine was quiet, but 


the market closed steady under limited 
offerings. Manufacturers quote on the 
basis of $11 per ounce for the sulphate, 
$10,30 for the phosphate, $12.40 for the 
muriate and $14.75 for the alkaloid. 


QUININE. 


There were freer sellers of quinine 
last week, due to the arrival of the 500 
cases of the sulphate from Java, and 
the market closed with the undertone 
barely steady. ‘“‘Outside’’ interests re- 
ported sales at prices ranging from 
75c. to 76c. per ounce, and late in the 
week buyers were not willing -to pay 
more than 75c., the current manufac- 
turers’ basis. Shipments of the sul- 
phate and bark from Java will soon be 
more frequent, according to trade au- 
thorities. Exports of the sulphate from 
Java for the three months ending with 
March, according to official figures, 
amounted to some 417 Dutch pounds. 
The shipment which arrived here a

PARATOLUIDINE.—Producers are 
well sold up and the market closed 
strong at $2@2.10 per pound, 
PHENOL.—The nominal spot price 
for U. S. P. crystals was steady at 
43@44c. per pound. There was a fair 
inquiry and with producers well sold 
ahead no selling pressure was in evi- 
dence. Cresylic acid, 95@97 per cent., 
was firm at $1.05@1.10 per gallon. 
TOLUOL, — According to reports 
producers have entered into an agree- 
ment with the government to supply 
toluol as required for war purposes. 
This has been the steadying influence 
in the market, especially as stocks on 
hand are not large, and prices closed 
the week nominally unchanged. Pure 
toluol for spot delivery was offered 
by dealers around $2 per gallon, in 
drums. Producers quote the market as 
nominal at $1.75@2 per gallon, accord- 
ing to quantity and style of container.

SUNDRY DRUG ITEMS. 


ACETANILID.—Owing to the steady 
position of basic materials the mar- 
ket for acetanilid was strong. One 
producer advanced the price to 48c. 
per pound. With business inactive 
several operators were still offering 
acetanilid on the former basis of 45c. 
_per pound. 

ACETPHENETIDIN.—Demand was 
quiet, but prices were maintained at 
$24.00@24.50 per pound, stocks being 
limited. 

ALCOHOL.—The feature during the 
week was the sharp advance in the 
price of denatured alcohol. The re- 
cent uplift in ethyl spirits caused lead- 
ing sellers of denatured to revise their 
quotations to the basis of $1 per gal- 
lon for the 180 proof and $1.02 for the 
188 proof, a net gain of 30c. for the 
week. It was reported that some scat- 
tered lots might have been picked up 
around 90c. per gallon, but this was 
not an open quotation. U.S. P. grain 
alcohol closed firm, but unchanged on 
the basis of $3.26@3.28 per gallon for 
the 190 proof. Sugar cane, 190 proof 
closed nominally at $3.22@3.24 per gal- 
lon.

The spot market 
was strong in view of the scarcity in 
supplies resulting from the shipping 
situation. Pure white soap for spot 
delivery closed nominally at 26@27c. 
per pound, while the powdered held at 
28@30c. per pound. 

COCOA BUTTER.—There was no im. 
provement in the demand for cocoa 
butter and prices were barely steady 
at the recently reduced basis of 27@ 
28e. per pound. Cocoa butter fingers, 
wrapped, closed unchanged at 38@39c. 
per pound. 

CASTOR OIL.—There was a good in- 
quiry for castor oil and the market 
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was strong in all quarters, Crushers 
are still behind in deliveries and with 
seed shipments from India held up on 
account of the British export regula- 
tions the outlook for any improvement 
in the situation is anything but bright. 
Crushers report from 24c, to 25c. per 
pound for the No. 1, with the No, 3 
held at 23%@24c. Second-hands were 
asking a premium over the manufac- 
turers’ basis, One car of No. 1U.

CODLIVER OIL.—Advices from 
Bergen report that the codliver oil 
market is without sale or quotations. 
The fishing continues poor, production 
of oil being some 20,000 barrels short 
compared with last season. Norwegian 
codliver oil in the local market was in- 
active, but prices were firm'y main- 
tained at $120@130 per barrel, accord- 
ing to quantity and seller. Newfound- 
land oil was firmer in all quarters, and 
late in the week $75 was the inside 
price, with some sellers asking as high 
as $80 per barrel. 

COCAINE.—Offerings continue light 
and second hands reported sales as 
high as $8.25 per ounce for the hydro- 
chloride. The manufacturers’ quota- 
tion held on the nominal basis of $7.25

leaves from Java to the United States 
for the three months ‘ending with 
March 31 amounted to 34,000 pounds,

COUMARIN.—Refined coumarin sold 
in a small way at $20 per pound, spot 
delivery, which was the nominal ask- 
ing price towards the close of the week. 

EPSOM SALT.—Spot offerings of 
Epsom salt were smal! and prices ruled 
firm, despite the fact that the demand 
was rather quiet and some producers 
were more disposed to offer futures. 
U. S. P. salt closed nominally at $4.25 
@4.50 per 100 pounds. The technical 
salt was virtually unobtainable on the 
spot. 

FORMALDEHYDE.—Owing to the 
firmer position of alcohol and with the 
demand fairly active the market for 
formaldehyde was strong throughout 
the week, prices ranging from lic, to 
18ec. per pound, according to quantity 
and seller. Sales were repgrted at 
l74%c, per pound, 

KOLA NUTS.—Due to the higher 
cost of import the market again was 
advanced, closing at 17@18c. per pound, 
a net gain of 1c. for the week. 

LANOLINE.—There was a_ steady 
market for lanoline, prices holding at 
35@40c, for the hydrous and at 45@50c. 
for the anyhydrous. 

LYCOPODIUM.—It was_ reported 
that scattered parcels were offered at 
$1.45 per pound. In most instances $1.50 
was the inside price. 

MANNA.—Large flake manna was 
quoted at 95@$7c. per pound, with the 
small flake at 72@75c. 

MENTHOL.—Trading was inactive, 
but no pressure to sell was reported 
and prices on the spot were maintained 
at $3.15@3.25 per pound, according to 
seller, Menthol for shipment was nom- 
inally unchanged at $2.55@2.60 per 
pound, in bond, c. i. f. New York. 

MYRBANE OIL.—The market was 
steady at 19@20c in drums, and 20@ 
2le. in cans, The demand for myrbane 
oil was quiet. 

NAPHTHALINE. — Demand for 
naphthaline was quiet and prices were 
easier. Pure white flake was offered 
at 93@9'%c. per pound, the inside figure 
obtaining for nearby deliveries. Ball 
was quoted at 11%@12%c. per pound, 
a decline of %c. from the former basis. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—The mar- 
ket was strong in sympathy with the 
metal and closing prices were 1%c, per 
ounce higher, .Nitrate of silver closed 
the week at 47%c. per ounce for quan- 
tities of 500-ounces or more, one deliv- 
ery. Bar silver in the New York mar- 
ket closed at T77c. per ounce, which 
compares with 755c. per ounce a week 
ago. In London the market for bar 
silver was advanced to 39 1-16 pence per 
ounce, 

OLIVE OIL.—yYellow olive oil for 
commercial purposes was firm at $1.70 
@1.80 per gallon. The edible variety 
was strong in view of the scarcity of 
offerings from abroad and at the close 
importers were asking from $2.60 per 
gallon and up, according to brand and 
quantity. 

PODOPHYLIN.—There was a steady 
market for podophylin, in view of the 
recent activity, and prices were main- 
tained -t $2.85@3.25, according to quan- 
tity and seller. 

POTASH.—It was reported that pro- 
duction of permanganate of potash in 
this country will soon be augmented. 
This brought out an easier feeling in 
some quarters, although $4 was the 
nominal quotation up to the close. Cy- 
anide of potash held at $2.25 per pound, 
Bicarbonate of potash was steady at 
$1.30@1.40 per pound. 

QUICKSILVER.—Under selling pres- 
sure, due to freer arrivals, the market 
again was lowered.

GLYCERINE.—Sales of more than 
five cars of dynamite glycerine were 
reported on the basis of 58%c. per 
pound, in drums, a decline of 1%c. 
from the price quoted a wek ago. This 
weakness, however, failed to change 
the ideas of sellers of chemically pure 
glycerine, who continued to quote on 
the basis of 6lc. per pound, in drums, 
and 62%c. in cans. The demand for 
Cc. P. glycerine was quiet. The setback 
in the market for tallow, greases and 
vegetable oils brought out freer offer- 
ings of dynamite glycerine and a lower 
range of prices. Late in the week 
there were buyers at 58c. and 58'%c. 
Saponification, basis 88 per cent., sold 
at 4716c, per pound, loose. It was re- 
ported that some _ business went 
through in the West at 4i7c., loose. 
Soaplye glycerine sold at 43%c. per 
pound, drums included. The nominal 
price for soaplye at the close was 43c., 
loose, Tallow closed at 17@17%\c., 
which compares with 18%c. less than 
a month ago. Greases went off to the 
extent of %c. per pound. The decline 
in greases, etc., was attributed to liqui- 
dation by speculators who were anx- 
ious to close out before the warm 
weather sets in, as storage conditions 
will then be against them, 


Chicago Glycerine Market. 


Chicago, June 13, 1917. 

The dynamite glycerine market in Chicago 
has shown a weak tendency.since the last re- 
port, but has been somewhat sustained in the 
last two days by the purchase by one concern 
of five carloads at S8%c., drums included, 
f. o. b. point of shipment. This company then 
reduced its limits to 58c. on two cars, which 
they will probably obtain, 

Eighty per cent. crude glycerine has been 
offered for nearby shipment at 42%c. loose, 
f. o. b, point of shipment, with 42c. as the 
best bid. Also, this article is offered for 
shipment over the rest of the year at 42c. 
loose, f. o b. point of shipment, with no 
buyers. 

Eighty-eight per cent. glycerine is offered at 
47%c. loose, f. o. b. point of shipment, with 
46\%c, as the best bid. 

The entire glycerine market is in an un- 
steady position, as any buying to a large ex- 
tent would undoubtedly advance prices a slight 
degree at least, while, on the other hand, if 
buyers refrain from purchasing for several 
weeks longer it will probably result in still 
lower levels being established. 

Chemically pure glycerine is quoted at 6lc. 
asked, f. 0. b. point of shipment. Trading is 
very light in this article at present. 


ACIDS. 


ACETYLSALICYLIC.—-There was a 
firmer market for acetylsalicylic acid, 
but manufacturers quote the price as 
unchanged on the basis of $3.50 per 
pound, bulk. 

BENZOIC.— The market developed 
further weakness on freer spot offer- 
ings and prices went off to the extent 
of 25e. per pound, Production of ben- 


zoic acid is now larger and with the 
demand inactive the situation favors 
buyers. The market closed at $5.75@6 
per pound, spot delivery, with futures 
available at concessions. 

CARBOLIC.—Sales of U. S. P. car- 
bolic acid, in drums, were reported at 
43c. per pound, which price appeared 
to be inside so far as spot material 
was concerned. In some quarters 45c. 
was the asking price. Selling pressure 
has disappeared and the undertone on 
the 43c. basis was firm. Cresylic acid, 
96@97 per cent., was firm at $1.05@1.10 
per gallon, according to quantity and 
seller. 

CITRIC.—Our London correspondent, 
under date of June 9, cables the market 
as easier at 3s.

It was reported that early in the week 
some business went through a shade 
under this basis. 

CASCARA.—There was a moderate 
inquiry for cascara bark and spot 
prices were firmly maintained at 12%@ 
134ec. per pound. New peel bark was 
offered on the coast at 94@9%c. per 
pound, July-August shipment. 

CRAMP.—The market was unsettled, 
closing at 23@25c. per pound, 

SOAP.—Crushed soap bark was 
firmer, closing at 10@10%c. per pound, 
an advance of %c. compared with a 
week ago. Whole bark was firm at 
8@8ee., with the cut at 15@lé6c, 


BEANS. 


TONKA.—The spot market was 
quiet, but with stocks on hand mod- 
erate prices closed steady at 85@95c. 
per pound for the Angostura variety. 
Para beans were neglected, owing to 
the comparatively low position of the 
higher quality beans. 

VANILLA.—In regard to Mexican 
beans importers report a firm market. 
There has been a steady inquiry from 
the exiract makers, due chiefly to the 
developments in the alcohol situation. 
Whole Mexican beans were quoted at 
$5@6 per pound, according to quality, 
with cuts at $3.75@4.25 per pound. 
Some sales of cuts were reported 
around $3.60 per pound, but it was 
stated that this was not a general 
price upon which to base the market. 
Advices from Mexico report conditions 
as unchanged, both in regard to the 
financial situation and in connection 
with the crop outlook. Late estimates 
place the total crop of whole beans at 
100,000 pounds, with the production of 
cuts at 20,000 to 30.000 pounds. While 
the market for Bourbons was steady 
abroad, the relative cheapness of this 
grade of vanilla beans remains a dis- 
turbing factor in the trade.

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firm, with some sellers asking as high 
as 7c, per pound for spot goods. 


ESSENTIAL OILS. 


AMBER.—Crude amber oil was 
quoted as firm at $1.50@1.75 per pound, 
with the rectified at $2@2.25 per pound. 

BERGAMOT.—While the demand for 
bergamot oil was inactive, prices were 
steady, closing unchanged at $6.25 per 
pound. It was reported that on oil 
to-arrive $6 could have been done in 
more than one instance, Primary mar- 
kets were firm and with the shipping 
situation growing worse offerings here 
were moderate.

as Cure for Drug Addicts. 


Dr. Charles F. Stokes, supervising medt- 
cal officer of the Municipal Board of In- 
ebriety, in his preliminary report regard- 
ing the treatment of drug addicts, says 
that after a thorough trial, conducted at 
the Orange county, New York, sanita- 
rium, the remedial value of pilocarpine 
and eserine, in doses far below the mini- 
mum employed by medical practitioners, 
has been fully established. 

In his report he stated that the largest 
single dose of pilocarpine given was one- 
tenth of a grain and he average was less 
than one-fifteenth of a grain. All craving 
for narcotics ceases after the treatment is 
under way. Dr. Stokes holds the opinion 
that heroir should be entirely done away 
with as over 9) per cent. of the addicts 
which have come to his attention were 
victims of this drug. 








Tanning Extract from Mangrove Bark 


in Madagascar. 


The acting British consul at Antanana- 
rivo reports that certain experiments 
have recently been carried out, appar- 
ently successfully, by the director of the 
Official Laboratory in Madagascar, for 
the transformation of mangrove bark 
into extracts (tannin, etc.). Before the 
war Hamburg firms were large importers 
of this bark. The acting British consul 
adds that he has been informed by the 
director of the Official Laboratory that 
the principal difficulty which has been 
experienced so far in the production of a 
perfect extract is the coloration, but that 
there was every hope of overcoming this 
difficulty by the agency of fresh bullock’s 


blood. 





Certifications Accepted for Dutch

The Secretary of State advises that 
invoices of merchandise shipped from 
Balipapan, Dutch Borneo, may be ac- 
cepted when certified under the provi- 
sions of section 2844 R. S.. which pro- 
vides for the certification by the consul 
of a friendly nation or by two merchants.

Saturday Noon, June 16, 1917. 


The week has been a rather quiet one 
so far as actual new business is con- 
cerned. It is understood that the gov- 
ernment has requisitioned certain items 
and the trade has shown considerable 
interest in the anticipated government 
action in reference to chemical supplies. 
Meanwhile general buying has been 
limited mostly to actual wants, and this 
has not been sufficient in certain items 
to sustain prices. In general, however, 
the tone has been quite firm and week- 
end price changes show more gains 
than losses. Transportation conditions 
show no appreciable improvement, and 
comp'aints are being heard regarding 
delayed shipments in many quarters. 
Export inquiry has improved for spe- 
cialties. One of these is high-test 
caustic potash and another is acetic 
acid; high test. Both are scarce on spot 
and prices were very stiff at the close. 
Acetate of lead has been advanced by 
leading .producers. The upward re- 
vision is said to be due to the enhanced 
cost of production resulting from a 
strong lead market and the higher cost 
of labor. Small sales of chlorate of 
soda and chlorate of potash have been 
made by second hands at prices a shade 
under those previously quoted. The 
demand for soda ash has fal'en off for 
immediate delivery, and the spot mar- 
ket has settled to a slightly more favor- 
able buying basis. Some good sales are 
reported in this item for delivery over 
1918. Caustic soda has shown a firmer 
tendency, with demand quite active, and 
closing prices were a little above those 
noted a week ago. Bleaching powder 
has not prompted much interest from 
buyers and second hand; have shown a 
disposition to shade prices in efforts to 
move spot goods. Tartaric acid is very 
scarce on spot and prices are almost 
nominal. Oxalic acid is ho'ding well 
under light trading. Sulphuric acid is 
scarce, with the market developing a 
firmer tone. Below is a detailed mar- 
ket report of the principal items of 
chemical interest, a'so a summary of 
the Liverpool chemical market:—. 


CHEMICALS. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—Additional 
offerings are small and the market is 
firm at former prices. Contract deliv- 
eries are absorbing output, and there 
is very little resale stock being offered. 
The contract price is 4.5U0@4.55e. a 
pound, depending on quantity. 

ALUM.—The different grades are 
holding steady and the tendency of 
prices appears upward, owing to the 
steadily increasing cost of production 
and the difficulty experienced jn pro- 
curing raw materials. Chrome alum is 
quoted at 20@2ic. a pound. Dealers 
quote 44%.@5%c. for ammonia and 7@ 
7¥%ec. for potash jump alum, Sulphate 
of alumina ranges from 2c. to 4c. a 
pound, according to grade, quantity 
and seller. 

ARSENIC.—The interval has occa- 
sioned no change from the strong posi- 
tion of this market. Supplies are light 
for immediate shipment and spot quo- 
tations are firmly sustained at 18@20c. 
per pound, with sales reported at inter- 
mediate prices. On forward shipments 
15@16c. a pound is named, depending 
on time of delivery. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA. — The 
spot market is higher, with dealers 
asking 24.@2%6c. per pound, Additional 
offerings are light and the market is 
in a well sold up condition. Makers 
quote the market for car lots at 2c. in 
barrels and 2.15c. in kegs, f. o. b. 
works. A premium of 1-5c. is exacted 
by producers for deliveries in this ter- 
ritory, less the usual discount terms. 
Deliveries over 1918 are being booked 
at 2c. a pound for barrels and 2.15c. for 
kegs at works. 

BLEACHING POWDER. — No im- 
provement in trade conditions has tak- 
en place during the past week, and 
the market remains quiet, with dealers 
quoting resale lots at 24@2%c. a pound 
in large drums and at 3@38'c. ‘per 
pound in small drums, 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Large prime crys- 
tals are held at 914%4.@9%c. a pound by 
dealers. A moderate volume of busi- 
ness is reported, but large lots are ex- 
ceptional, and it is possible that a firm 
offer might secure a resale lot at a 
slight concession. Small crystals are 
dull and more or less neglected at 9@ 
9\4c, a pound. 

BRIMSTONE.—Difficulty is still being 
experienced in transporting this mate- 
ria! from the mines. There is not much 
material available for additional wants, 
and the market retains a very strong 
position. Prices are more or less nomi- 
nal at $35 per long ton at the mines. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—High test has 
not shown much change in price during 
the past week. Demand is fairly active 
for domestic and export requirements, 
and prices for the 88@92 per cent. grade 
have ranged from 85c. to 90c. per pound. 


The lower test is quoted by dealers at 
65ce. a pound. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Second hands have 
placed a fair volume of business at 65% 
@6%e. per pound on spot 76@ 
78 per cent. during the past week. 
At the close 6%c. a pound was the pre- 
vailing figure for immediate delivery. 
The future market is unsettled, with 
6%c. quoted on August forwards. Busi- 
ness over 1918 is reported at 3c. per 
pound, basis 60 per cent., at works. 

CHLORATE OF £POTASH.—Sales 
have been reported at 55@56c. a pound 
by dealers who hold resale material. At 
the close the spot price was 56c. per 
pound. Contracts are quoted by first 
hands at 75c. per pound. p . 

CHLORATE OF SODA.—Limited of- 
ferings have so'd at prices ranging 
from 24c. to 26c. per pound on spot. 
Leading factors are taking care of regu- 
lar customers on the basis of 20c. per 
pound, but are not quoting on addi- 
tiona] lots at present. 

CYANIDE OF SODA.—The inactive 
extent of consuming inquiry has re- 
sulted in keener competition during the 
interval, and sales have been reported 
at lower prices. At the close 70@75c. 
was named, depending on seller. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—The white granu- 
lar grade continues in limited local sup- 
ply, and the market is ho'ding well at 
prices ranging from 17e. to 19c. a pound, 
Only small lots are obtainable for im- 
mediate delivery. 

SAL SODA.—Production is well 
booked ahead and additional offerings 
are limited both for immediate and 
forward delivery. Sellers quote 1.10c. 
for barrels and 1\c. for kegs. 

SALTPETER. — The same _§ strong 
conditions dominate this market. The 
scarcity and high pries of muriate of 
potash combined, with the relatively 
high prices of nitrate of soda are keep- 
ing the finished product in a steady 
position. Sellers quote refined salt- 
peter at 3lc. for powdered and up to 
37c. for small crystals and 38c. for large 
crystals. Refined nitrate of soda is 
quoted at 6@64c. for granular and 64 
ab6tec. for crystals, the price depending 
on quantity desired. 

SODA ASH.—Resale lots have come 
on the market in sufficient quantities 
to cause a slight depression in prices. 
Light 58 per cent. on spot has sold at 
2.65@2.75e. a pound in bags and at 3@ 
3.05c. in barrels. Over next year 1.90@ 
2c. per pound is quoted basis 48 per 
cent. and a-sale involving 1,000 tons is 
reported at the minimum figure. 

SUGAR OF LEAD.—Leading pro- 
ducers have advanced prices on all 
grades of this material. The higher 
cost of production is the reason given 
for the upward revision. Sellers quote 
white ecrystals at 16c. per pound in 
easks or barrels, and 164c. in kegs.

degrees. Oleum is quoted at $42@45 
per ton in tank cars and is scarce on 
spot. The 97 degree test is quoted at 
$40@42 per ton in drums. Low test 
50 degrees is nominally quoted at $15 
per ton. 

Our Baltimore correspondent writes: 

While the sulphuric acid situation is some- 
what mixed, there being really two prices for 
the lower grades of acid, because of the use 
of brimstone and pyrites. The market is very 
firm, and the producers continue to find such 
a ready market that purchases are occasionally 
made to supplement deliveries. The quotations 
on 66-degree acid are about the same for brim- 
stone base and for pyrites base supplies, the 
prevailing figure being around $30 per ton. 
It is in the lower grades that differences begin 
to appear, with 60-degree acid quoted at $18, 
and 50-degree acid on brimstone base at $15. 
Pyrite base 50-degree acid can be had, if pur- 
chasable at all, at around $8 a ton. Pyrites 
are still being imported in some quantities, 
to be sure, but quantity received meets only 
a small part of the requirements. Of course, 
the figures given are f. o. b, Baltimore. 


TARTARIC.—The spot market for 
this acid is practically nominal. Mak- 
ers are endeavoring to take care ot 
cld customers at the former schedule 
of 77%@78'%c. per pound for powdered 
and erystals, respectively, but new 
business at 80%c. has been turned 
down on spot and resale offerings have 
been of very meager proportions. The 
searcity of crude material has greatly 
restricted production. Cream of tartar 
is quoted by makers at 48%c. a pound 
for crystals and 49c. for powdered. 


Liverpool Market. 


Liverpool, May 81, 1917. 

In heavy chemicals very little new business 
is practicable, owing to light offerings and 
stringent export regulations. 

Ammonia ash is moving off steadily on run- 
ning contracts, outside of which there is little 
to be had and only on special private terms. 

Soda crystals are in moderate supply, and 
for barrels £3 156. per ton net cash is mini- 
mum price, or 7s. less for bags, and buyers 
are willing to pay much higher prices to fill 
orders for export quarters. 

Caustic soda was scarce and prices are @ 
matter of private negotiation, while shipping 
orders are difficult to place, as export permits 
are only granted very sparingly. 

Bleaching powder is obtainable to a small 
extent, but as shipment is prohibited to most 
quarters, foreign business is only negligible. 

Sulphate of ammonia is still reserved for 
government and home agricultural require- 
ments, and shipments are at a etandsti!] pend- 
ing the resumption of export permits, the out- 
look for which remains uncertain. 

Nitrate of soda is in moderate supply, and 
£23 15s.@£24 per ton net cash may be called 
about nearest range of values. 

Sulphate of copper is nominally quoted at 
£63@£64 per ton, less 5 per cent. for casks, 
but trade is very restricted, as fresh licenses 
are being refueed, although shipments are per- 
mitted against licenses previously issued. 


New York Oil Trades Association 
Travels to Travers Island for 


Shore Dinner. 


One of the most enjoyable meetings 
ever held by the New York Oil Trades 
Association was their June meeting on 
Thursday evening. 

Through the courtesy of Michael Mar- 
tin, of the George A. Haw Company, 
also of the Board of Directors and chair- 
man of the Eniertainment Committee, 
the members assembled at the New York 
Athletic Club, and from there motored 
to Travers Island, the summer home of 
the club, where they partook of the club's 
famous shore dinner. Fifty members and 
friends made the trip. Although it was 
planned to make the dinner an informal 
one, the members insisted on hearing 
from some of the guests from the Pa- 
cific coast. 

J. E.. Gerrodette, the president, wel- 
comed the members and then called A. 
J. Squier, vice-president, to act as toast- 
master 

George F. Fay. of Seattle, gave an inter- 
esting talk on the deve'opment of the oil 
trade on the Pacific coast, especially of 
the growth of the soya bean industry. 

Charles Hattendorf, of Cleveland, and 
Horace Havens, of Chicago, both urged 
the oil men to visit their respective cities, 
while C. R. Rogers said that there was 
nothing left for him to do but to form 
an oil club in Seattle on his return to 
the Pacific coast. 

EK. H. Laing, of New York, called to 
the attention of the asseciation the suc- 
cessful shipment of carloads of oil from 
the Pacific coast. The space between the 
barrels had been filled with sawdust, this 
was cheaper than bracing with lumber 
and sawdust acted as a cushion, entirely 
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prevented the usual breakage. He strong- 
ly advocated that oil men make an issue 
of this.

Saturday Noon, June 16, 1917. 

The chief interest in fertilizer ma- 
terials is said to rest with the possi- 
bility of reductions in the quotations. 
At present all materials are command- 
ing high prices, and it is a matter of 
corcern whether prices are too high to 
encourage extensive use of these ma- 
terials. The demand for materials has 
been good during the past season, and 
total consumption of fertilizers is said 
to have been satisfactory. The feature 
to the present market is the fact that 
prices for materials are holding at 
high levels during the supposedly slow 
season. The chances for reductions in 
price in many cases are not bright. 
For instance, it is pointed out that the 
stocks of animal ammoniates are small 


with not much chances for increasing 
the supply. With stocks low there is 
an absence of selling pressure, and 
there is no reason to look for lower 
prices. Nitrate of soda depends largely 
on carrying charges from primary 
points and a lowering of ocean freights 
is remote. The start of the menhaden 
fishing season was not favorable, as 
the number of vessels was reduced by 
the taking over by the government of 
several boats which were intended for 
use in the fishing fleet. Reports from 
those now engaged in fishing also have 
not been very encouraging, and if the 
number of vesse's is to stay under that 
of last year a large catch of fish is not 
probable, and this will be felt directly 
in the market for fish scrap. Reports 
regarding nitrate of soda this week in- 
dicated that values were going up in- 
stead of down. Hence all materials— 
with very few exceptions—are strong, 
with indications pointing to a contin- 
uance of prevailing conditions. 


NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Stocks of these animal ammoniates are 
too low to admit of free trading, and 
prices are largely nominal. Demand is 
not active, but call for supplies has 
been relatively good for this period of 
the year. Sellers are not willing to go 
far ahead, and with offerings limited 
and future supplies expected to be 
small there is an absence of selling 
pressure and prices are holding on a 
firm basis. Reports from Chicago say 
the market for dried blood is quoted at 
$5.50 per unit of ammonia, but this 
figure is not a free price and inquiry 
for large amounts would not be met by 
sellers. High grade tankage is also 
very firmly held with offerings limited 
and the quotation is given at $5.25 per 
unit. 

FISH SCRAP.—No prices are yet 
heard for fish scrap and reports from 
the south say that no definite news 
regarding the catch is yet available. 
Sellers of scrap are waiting before 
making a price, as they are not sure 
regarding the amounts which they will 
be able to offer, and the price also is 
withheld because of the stringency of 
other ammoniates. It is known, how- 
ever, that 36 vessels have been out in 
the Chesapeake, and, with favorable 
conditions, there is a chance for a good 
yield of scrap. Weather conditions 
for the past week were said to have 
been rather unfavorable, and it is pos- 
sible that results were not very prom- 
ising. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—A firmer tone 
was in evidence in the market for ni- 
trate of soda during the week. Spot 
material is well held and arrivals from 
the west coast are not large. Inquiry 
in the spot market brought offers at 
$4.10 per 100 pounds, which shows an 
advance of 10c. per 100 pounds over 
those ruling a week ago. For future 
delivery $4 per 100 pounds is quoted. 
Reports from the English market say 
that the use of nitrate in the agricul- 
tural] trade is small, as prices are too 
high in comparison with sulphate of 
ammonia. A heavy demand is expect- 
ed to continue for this material in do- 
mestic markets, and, with sulphate of 
ammonia scarce, this view seems to be 
well founded. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTIA.—While 
consumers of sulphate of ammonia 
have generally regarded Great Britain 
as the logical place to look for supplirs 
to round out the requirements of do- 
mestic consumers, it is evident from 
recent developments that, whereas ship- 
ments from Great Britain have been 
restricted by legislation, there actually 
has been inquiry in the local market 
for sulphate to be shipped from here 
to Great Britain. Some of these in- 
quiries are said to have involved large 
amounts, which were to be shipped 
monthly for a long time ahead. Of 
course, export demand for sulphate ts 
difficult to place, as producers in this 
country are well sold ahead and are 


said to be reserving their surplus for 
the home trade. Under the circum- 
stances, it is not probable that any 
large lots of domestic sulphate actually 
have been sold for export, but such 
amounts could have been sold had the 
supply been large enough to take care 
of the queries received. A report on 
the English market for sulphate says 
the effect of the prohibition on new 
exports of sulphate of ammonia was 
well shown in the April returns, when 
it appeared that only 668 tons left this 
country. 

While all reports agree that domes- 
tic producers of sulphate are well sold 
up, and the latter are not quoting any 
open price as a result, yet some dealers 
in this material say they are able to 
supply round lots at a price. Market 
values are now based on resale lots, 
and prices range from $5.75 to $6 per 
100 pounds. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—There is no 
change in the situation with regard to 
pyrites and market conditions for sul- 
phuric acid are firm as a _ result. 
Strength in this acid is felt in the 
market for acid phosphate and the lat- 
ter is further strengthened by the fact 
that stocks in sellers’ hands have not 
accumulated, but are smaller than 
usual at this time of year. Demand 
for acid phosphate is not active, but 
some consumers are said to have tried 
to cover their requirements ahead and 
there is a fair inquiry for spot goods. 
Prices are quoted at $14.50@15.50 per 
ton. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—A _ report 
from abroad regarding the phosphate 
business of Tunis says this company 
has to find its market in Europe; con- 
sequently the transport is by water, 
and has been for some time a very 
difficult problem. The freights from 
Tunis to Atlantic ports, for example, 
which, before the war, were 8 to 9 
francs per ton, had gone as high as 
50 to 55 francs in the middle of 1916, 
and the rates to England had risen 
from 500 to 600 per cent. There is noth- 
ing new in the situation regarding do- 
mestic phosphate rock. There is a reg- 
ular movement to consumers at home, 
with export trade at a standstill. Prices 
are steady and ‘are quoted at:—Florida 
land pebble, $2@2.35, f. o. b. Port Tam- 
pa; South Carolina kiln dried, $3.50@ 
3.75, f. o. b. Ashley River; Florida high- 
grade rock, 77 per cent., $5 25@6, f. o. b. 
Florida ports; Tennessee rock, 70 to 80 
per cent., $6@6.50, f. o. b. Mount Pleas- 
ant; 15 per cent. granulated, $4@5, and 
68 to 72 per cent., $4.25%@4.50. 


POTASH SALTS. 


There is not much doing in the local 
market as far as German muriate of 
potash is concerned. Stocks are said to 
have been reduced, and with no new 
supply coming in, it is evident that 
such must have been the case. There 
are still some good-sized lots on the 
market, however, and demand for them 
is very quiet. Prices are kept from 
widvancing on account of the limited 
market. The fertilizer trade is not in 
the market for the high-grade salts, 
and very few chemical manufacturers 
are buying at present. Sales are re- 
ported recently at $350 per ton, but 
No open quotation as low as that is 
heard and $375 is given as the lowest 
quotation. The low-grade potash salts 
are said to be meeting with a fair de- 
mand from the fertilizer trade in the 
south, and sales of potash from the 
west are reported at $5 per unit of 
potash. 


CHICAGO. 


Chicago, June 13, 1917. 


The ammoniate market has continued in its 
upward movement, and the buying demand has 
been quite satisfactory. During the past week 
a fair tonnage of goods has changed hands, 
The eellers did not hesitate to raise the price 
after each sale. We now find both tankage and 
blood above the $5.50 mark and headed for $6 
per unit. It is expected that the next week or 
two will see this high mark reached, as day 
by day new high records are being made. No 
future sales of cottonseed meal have been 
noted, and it is expected that this commodity 
will be sold pound for pound just as it is pro- 
duced, as this method is more satisfactory on 
the present markets. Because of the prevail- 
ing quotations on new seed it is not expected 
that cottonseed crushers can produce meal at 
prices which would be lower than animal am- 
moniates. 

An interesting feature of the new war 
economy movement is the fact that the receipts 
of raw garbage at the Chicago municipal re- 
duction plant have dropped off one-half since 
the United States entered the war and war- 
time prices came into effect. This would, of 
course, mean that the coming twelve months’ 
production would be approximately only one- 
half of the normal output. If the other garbage 
tankage productions suffer cuts as great as 
thie the fertilizer industry can expect a very 
much curtailed supply of this product, which 
has always helped to keep the price of high 
grale ammoniates down. 

The demand from hog feed manufacturers 
seems to have abated somewhat, largely be- 
cause of the fact that there is very little 
stock to be fed at this time. The market hag 
now switched back from them to the fertilizer 
buyers, who are taking the offerings rapidly.

HIGH-GRADB GROUND BLOOD.—The prev- 
alent quotation is 85.65 per unit of ammonia, 
f. o. b. Chicago. Thére seems to be enougli 
demand to take caré of all the supplies, and 
this product is bought as quickly ag it is 
made. In view of the general search for high 
running ammoniates it is expected that b‘ood 
will spurt forward at a great pace and will 
either drag tankage with it or widen the gap 
between the two, 

STEAMED BONE.—There is a good demand 
for steamed bone of all kinds, but buyers 
seemingly cannot bring themselves to pay the 
price demanded by the manufacturers. It is 
rather difficult to trade in this commodity, as 
the stocks are eo small. Ruling quotations are 
$22@24 a ton for unground steamed bone, and 
$24@26.50 for ground steamed bone. 

CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.—There was a 
lot of fifty tons of this ground material offered 
in the Chicago market the past week. It is 
reported to have sold at $5.10 per unit of am- 
monia, f. 0. b. Chicago. Unground concen- 
trated tankage is not to be had in any appre- 
ciable quantities at this time. Liquid etick 
tankage still holds the center of the stage, and 
supplies do not seem to be forthcoming in 
quantities sufficient to take care of the (¢- 
mand. One small lot of a carload Was offeréd 
at $3.50 per unit of ammonia, f. 0, b. Chicago. 

GARBAGE TANKAGE.—The ohly goods 
availab'e in this commodity aré resale lots, as 
the manufacturers were cleaned up several 
months ago. Several smal lots are being held 
for prices ranging from $9 to $12 a ton, f. o. b. 
Chicago, 


COUNTRY TANKAGE.—This commodity is 
very scarce, because of the constant purchasing 
by manufacturers and the sellers’ own meth- 
od of retailing to farmers nearby. Prices 
quoted on this commodity are from $17 to $60 
per ton, according to analysis and mechanical 
condition of the goods. The unit of ammonia 
price averages about $5 per unit. 

HIGH-GRADE CRUSHED TANKAGE.—The 
continued demand for this article has kept the 
supplies pretty well cleaned up. The laaet 
sales of this product were $5.25 per unit of 
ammonia, and 10c, b. p. L, f. 0. b. Chicago. 

ROUGH AMMONIATES.—The strong demand 
for tankage has prompted a like demand for 
hair, wool and leather waste, and these com- 
modities command the interest of a great many 
manufacturers who formerly never used them, 
Thia unexpected action has bid the market up 
considerably, but there is stil! lots of room for 
further advance. Hair and wool waste are 
quoted at $3.25 per unit of ammonia, f. o. b. 
Chicago, while leather is quoted at $2 per unit 
of ammonia, f. o. b. Chicago. Stocks of these 
commodities have been rather light over the 
past year, and there is no telling what ex- 
tremes they will go to the comitig season. 


BONES.—The market in these goods is prac- 
tically the same as last week. Dematid con- 
tinues good and prices are firm, while offerings 
are limited. Quotations:—Packers’ No. 1 skull, 
jaw and knuckle bones, $42.50@49 a ton f. o. b. 
Chicago; hog bones and packers’ No. 2, $37.60 
@42 50 a ton; No. 1 round shin bones, 890 a 
ton; thigh bones, 85@90 lIbs., $110 a ton; junk 
bones, $27.50@32 a ton, . 

HORNS.—The market in horns continues 
strong, with an excellent demand and prices 
firm. Supplies are very light. Quotations:— 
No. 1 steer horas, $275 a ton f. o. b. Chicago: 
No. 2 steer horns, $175 a ton; mixed cattle 
horns, $125 a ton. 

HGOFS.—The market is unchanged. The de- 
mand is large enough to consume all supplies. 
Market is strong and any tendency to change 
would indicate an advance, as there is no 
cause that would presage a decline. Due to 
the light killing in packing houses these com- 
modities have fallen off considerably as regards 
production, and most of this class of goods 
are put in the tankage, where they are worth 
more than when sold separately. Quotations:—

ATLANTA. 


Atlanta, Ga., June 15, 1917. 

Fertilizer materials on this market, and par 
ticularly the ammoniates, continue to advance 
6o rapidly that it is almost impossible to keep 
up with them. Manufacturers are laying in 
supplies wherever they can, chiefly of cotton- 
seed meal, which they are taking at the pres- 
ent high price of $42 Atlanta, or around $41 
at the mills. Trading continues very heavy, 
particularly in this material. All other ma- 
terials are advancing in proportion, and it is 
almost impossible to get geome of them at any 
price. In fact, the manufacturers of fertilizers 
say the situation is the most serious that haw 
ever presented iteelf in all their history. It is 
a question almost of impossibility to get suf- 
ficient materials to make the fertilizers that are 
needed, There is little doubt, they say, that 
farmers with 25c. cotton would pay $50 a ton 
for fertilizers rather than not have it at all, 
and there is no question that bag goods will be 
away up the coming season. Large lots of ma- 
terials, with the exception of cottonseed meal, 
are almost unobtainable. The principal feature 
of the market the last two weeks has been 
the heavy buying of meal by the fertilizer peo- 
ple, who have taken in this immediate territory 
30,000 to 40,000 tons. Acid phosphate is ad- 
vancing so rapidly that there is litt!e trading 
in it. Current quotations for round lots are as 
follows:— ‘

BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, June 14, 1917. 


There hag been nothing in the develop- 
ments of the last week that would suggest 
an easing off in the range of prices for 
crude stocks, The latter, in fact, have re- 
mained very firm, with every indication that 
the maximum has not yet been reached, 
The fairly steady advances in the quota- 
tions have naturally given rise to specu- 
lation as to the effect of the rise upon the 








domestic, $5.26, At- 


demand To be sure, the prices received 
by the farmers for their products are per- 
haps higher than they have ever been, At 


the same time it is to be said that the fig 
ures pald by the consumer do not represent 
the returns to the producer, various middle 
men getting their rake-off before the grain 
and other farm produce reach the ultimate 
user. It may be questioned if the actual re- 
turn to the agriculturist is sufficiently high 





to compensate him.for the wages he must 
pay, the prices of everything he needs from 
outside the farm and for the cost of fer- 
tilizers. At the prevailing values he may 
fiid, like the wage earner, that he is far 
worse off than when he got little more 
than a dollar a bushej for wheat, “with 
other things in proportion; and he may de- 
cide that he cannot afford to go in heavily 
purchasing fertilizers, which would cut deep 
into the business of the manufacturers of 
mixtures, The sellers of crude stocks, it 
need hardly be said, count on a heavy de- 
mand from the manufactures because of 
the expected big requirements of the farm- 
ers in the way of mixtures, which calcula- 
tion may prove correct and again may 
show serious flaws. If prices are maintained 
at their present levels or go even higher 
it may happen that the farmers will de- 
cide to get along with a minimum of fer- 
tilization, taking chances for another year 
on the natural richness of the soil Nhold- 
ing out. Of course, there is no prospect of 
any considerable additions to the volume 
of fertilizers that may be expected to 
reach the market. The production of ani- 
mal ammoniates, for instance, is limited 
and cannot be augmented at will, apart 
from the extensive diversion that has been 
taking place for some time. It is much 
the same with other articles, which have 
not untlergone any material additions since 
the beginning of the war, while sources of 
supply for certain other stocks have been 
closed by hostilities, If it were merely a 
choice between materials, and the manufac- 
turers of mixtures could shift from one to 
the other, according to whether one was 
up or down, meanwhile being assured _ that 
such wants as might develop could be 
taken care of, the situation would be en- 
tirely different. As a matter of fact, the 
supplies of all materials, with the excep- 
tion of nitrate, are limited, and cannot be 
increased at will; and with respect to ni- 
trate it is a question of shipping facilities 
imposing limitations not less rigid than nat- 
ural scarcity, Consequently there is every 
reason to suppose that crude stocks will 
continue to rule high, with the prospect of 
further advances by no means excluded, and 
with the prevailing conditions imposing 
caution upon the trade, 


FISH SCRAP.—While the menhaden fish- 
ing steamers in the lower Chesapeake Bay 
which were not taken over by the United 
States Government have been out now more 
than a week, no scrap has yet come into 
the market and the fish factories, according 
to report, have so far given no definite 
ideas as to. prices, This being normally 
the quiet season, when no urgent needg in 
the way of crude materials are to be taken 
care of, the buyers have thus far refrained 
from showing insistence, while the sellers 
are probably trying to feel out the market. 
It is tentatively suggested that the fac- 
tories would not be disposed to entertain 
proposals at anything under $6 and 10 for 
scrap, f. o. b. factory, while 85 cents is 
mentioned as the price of fish oil. Whether 
the buyers would be willing to meet the 
figure on scrap remains to be seen. It has 
evidently been based on the market for 
other animal ammoniates, According to re- 
ports from down the bay the weather has 
been anything but favorable and the catch 
decidedly discouraging. 

TANKAGE.—Another substantial advance 
is to be noted in tankage, which is now 
being quoted by sellers at $6 and 10 for 
11 and 15 high grade ground tankage, c. 4a. 
f. basis Baltimore. This price, to be surg, 
is to be regarded as nominal, and no active 
business is being done on such_ terms, 
Nevertheless, even the figures at which or- 
ders have been taken during the week mark 
a very decided upward movement over the 
previous week, and leave no doubt that or- 
ganic ammoniates have scored another sub- 
stantial gain. This figure is so far above 
what might be regarded as a normal range 
of values as to seem preposterous. and yet 
the big Western producers manifest abso- 
lute confidence that they will be able to 
get it. Of course, this is not one of the 
active periods of the year, which makes 
the advance all the more remarkable, sug- 
gesting that when the requirements of the 
fertilizer manufacturers once become reall 
urgent, the quotations will go higher. still. 
As for the users of mixtures it is becoming 
decidedly a question if they can stand the 
increases, and if the business done ag, far 
as the fertilizer trade ig concerned will not 
be materially curtailed. 

BLOOD.—The market for ground blood is 
keeping pace with that for tankage, and 
both of these organic ammoniates are on & 
parity. There being too important needs 
to take care of at this time, the situation 
is generally quiet, but this does not seem 
to affect the attitude of the producerg :of 
blood at all, With blood at $6 c a. f. 
basis Baltimore, it remains to be seen what 
the South, as the chief consumer of blood, 
will do To be sure, with cotton in excess 
of 25 cents per pound, long before the new 
crop can come into the market, and when 
the planters have an excellent opportunity 
to enter into commitments at the top prices, 
the section should be in a position to meet 
the increased cost of fertilizers and _ still 
be well off. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—Outwardly, at least, 
the situation with respect to acid phosphate 
is quiet, but the sellers seem to experience 
a sufficiently active inquiry to keep going 
at full capacity without a chance to ac- 
cumulate any considerable surplus, and 
they therefore adhere firmly to their quo- 
tations of $14.50 for 14 per cent. and $15.50 
for 16 per cent, acid phosphate, 

NITRATE OF SODA.—A slight upward 
movement in nitrate of soda is to be not+ 
ed during the last week, the price asked 
for spot being $4.10 against $4 heretofore, 
with futures at $4 flat. Receipts here con- 
tinue to be limited, and the market is de- 
cidedly firm, with some indications that the 
ideas of the sellers may go higher. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—After an in- 
terval of almost absolute quiet and absence 
of quotations on sulphate of ammonia, it is 
reported that some stocks for nearby de- 
livery have been offered at $5.75, with no 
futures in sight, apparently, and with the 
nearby tenders also very much restricted, 
It would perhaps be found quite impossible 
to pick up any considerable amount of sul- 
phate of ammonia at the price stated, as 
the supplies are down to very small pro- 
portions, with no definite prospect of a 
decided increase in the not too remote fu- 
ture. 

BONE.—The inquiry for bone contfnues to 
be much more active than was the case 
for a while, the high prices of other am- 
moniates having drawn attention to bone in 
an insistent manner and given it a chance 
to claim notice, where before stocks with 
larger proportions of ammonia had ‘the 
preference at the then prevailing figures 
The advance in the market generally: has 
been so pronounced that even bone is able 
to maintain the rise noted some weeks &g0 
and shows marked firmness at $35 for 4% 
and 50 ground raw, and $30 for 3 and 560 
ground steamed. With other supplies rela- 
tively searce, the fertilizer trade finds itself 
obliged to consider bone, whether it wants 
to or not, and the prospects for this ma- 
terial are therefore very encouraging to the 
holders of stocks,

Saturday Noon, June 16, 1917. 


Good demand continues for many of 
the aniline colors. Among the items 
which are inquired for are mentioned 
rhodamine, safranine, violet blue and 
Malachite green crystals. Sulphur 
black and sulphur brown are offered 
rather freely, but many consumers are 
covered on contracts and the bulk of 
the domestic output is taken up by 
contract deliveries. The coal-tar inter- 
mediates are generally firm in price 
and while some reports have indicated 
quiet trading it is generally held that 
future consuming demands will be 
heavy and holders of stocks are not 
willing to cut prices in order to stimu- 
late buying. Most of the materials 
used in the dye trade are in a strong 
position. There is no change in the 
position of imported materials. This 
means that arrivals are not large and 
that transportation costs remain high. 
Aniline oil and salts do not vary much 
in price and no new developments were 
noted in the market during the week. 
Lichromate of soda was firmer in spite 
of the fact that rumors were current 
that exports might be made subject to 
special license. Yellow prussiate ct 
potash is in limited supply and prices 
ure easily maintained in the absence of 
selling pressure. The market is said 
tc be bare of Aleppo gallnuts and prices 
for Chinese grades are high, as the 
latter have been offered only in a lim- 
ited way. Castor oil is of interest to 
the dye trade not only because it 1s 
bought directly, but also because it 
enters into other products such as 
turkey red oil. Stocks of castor ol 
are low and prices are high, which 
condition is reflected in the murket 
for turkey red oil. Logwood is in an 
unchanged position, with a fair de- 
mand for logwood extract. Detailed re 
ports on the separate items of the local 
market follow:— 

ACETATE OF SODA.—Offers of ace- 
tate of soda were again heard this week 
at 9c. per pound, This applies only to 
large lots, as sellers make a distinction 
in price according to quantity, and quo- 
tations on that basis range from 9c. to 
10c. per pound. A difference in price 
also is heard according to seller, as 9%c. 
per pound is the lowest price at which 
certain sellers will do business. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Some 
producers are holding prices for aniline 
oil at 3lc. per pound. Sales are report- 
ed on that basis during the week, but 
sales also were noted at 30c. per pound, 
and the market may be quoted at 30@ 
3lc. per pound. The presence of resale 
lots has given an easy tone to the mar- 
ket in recent weeks, but with large 
amounts well controlled and raw mate- 
rials high it is held by many members 
of the trade that values for the finished 
product are more likely to advance than 
to decline. Aniline salt is holding at 
former quotations of 34@36c. per pound, 
with demand of fair proportions. 

BICHROMATE. — Last week, when 
exporters were cautioned that some re- 
strictions might be placed on shipments 
abroad, it was thought that such action 
would be reflected in the bichromate 
market in the way of causing lower 
prices. Such has not been the case, 
however, and prices were even firmer 
this week than last. Offerings of spot 
goods seem to have been reduced, and 
as certain producers have withdrawn 
from the market, values have respond- 
ed to the lessening of selling pressure. 
Sma!l lots are reported to have changed 
hands early in the period at 15%c. per 
pound, but later on 16c. per pound was 
given as an inside figure and 17c. per 
pound was the asking price of pro- 
ducers. Bichromate of potash is quiet, 
but steady in price, with quotations at 
36@37c. per pound. 

FUSTIC.—Inquiry for fustic extract 
was reported this week, with prices 
quoted at 15@24c. per pound. The out- 
side price is asked for powdered. Fustic 
is in normal demand, with quotations 
at $30@32 per ton. 

GALLNUTS.—The ink trade is re- 
ported to have shown interest in this 
material, especially with reference to 
Persian grades, but the latter are not 
obtainable, at least in any quantities, 
and prices are nominal. Chinese 
grades are on the market in a limited 
way with prices quoted at 30@33c. per 
pound. Gallnut extract is offered at 
20@21c. per pound, 

GAMBIER.—Spot offerings of gam- 
bier remain very small and holders of 
this material are asking 16%c. per 
pound. There is a scarcity of tonnage 
from the primary markets, and future 
arrivals of gambier are uncertain, 
though it is probable that imports will 
be below normal for some time to 
come. Cube gambier also is very firm 
and stocks of ‘No. 1 cubes are so low 
that prices are little better than nom- 
inal. 

INDIGO.—While reports of domestic 
production of synthetic indigo have 
been heard recently, this material is 
not offered freely in the local market, 


and stocks appear to be small. Natural 
indigo also is in limited supply at pres- 
ent. Prices for natura] indigo vary ac- 
cording to grade, For instance, one 
lot of Madras was offered this week at 
$1.60@1.65 per pound, and a lot of Ben- 
gal indigo at $2.50 per pound. Sellers 
say prices are named on specific lots, 
and every sale is made practically on 
individual terms, As spot stocks are 
small, the tone of the market is strong. 

LOGWOOD.—There is a good call 
for hematine crystals, with prices de- 
pending on grade and seller, The 
lowest price heard is 20c. per pound 
and the quotation runs from that figure 
up to 25c. per pound, Hematine paste 
is steady at 12@l6c. per pound. Log- 
wood extract varies in price according 
to make, with 5l-degree extract offered 
at 12@l5dc. per pound. Logwood has 
not varied in price during the week 
and quotations may ‘be repeated at 
$29@40 per ton on a quality basis. 
Ocean freights are an important factor 
in establishing values for logwood and 
they are high at present. 

MANGROVE BARK.—The most im- 
portant feature to the market for man- 
grove bark js said to be the difficulty 
in making shipments owing to the lack 
of tonnage. Recent arrivais have been 
comparatively light and this has 
served to reduce spot holdings. With 
stocks small and difficulty in effecting 
shipments, the market is in a strong 
position and sellers were quoting $62 
per ton this week. 

QUEBRACHO EXTRACT. — With- 
drawals against contracts are taking 


large amounts into consuming chan- 
nels. The spot market is quiet, but 


prices are firm, For liquid extract the 
price is given at 5@6c. per pound for 
35 per cent, tannin. For 65 per cent. . 
tannin the price is 9@i0c. per pound. 

STARCH.—Fair export demand is re- 
ported, but shipments are restricted 
owing to difficulties in shipping. Do- 
mestic consumers are taking normal 
amounts and a steady market has 
ruled during the period. There is a 
scarcity of potato flour and 114%@12c. 
per pound is quoted for spot goods. 
Japanese potato flour for later deliv- 
eries is quoted at 10c. per pound. 
Prices for starch are on the following 
basis:—Pearl starch, in bags, $5.05, in 
barrels, $5.14; corn starch, in bags, $5.28, 
in barrels, $5.37; powdered starch, in 
bags, $5.25, in barrels, $5.34; finishing, 
starch, No. 90, fluidity (hand packed), 
in bags, $5.75, in .barels, $5.88; crystal 
T. B. starch, No. 90 fluidity (machine 
packed), in bags, $5.70, in barrels, $5.79. 

ZINC DUST.—There is a steady call 
for zinc dust and the market is firm. 
The lowest price heard this week was 
19c. per pound and values ranged from 
that level up to 24c. per pound. The 
difference in prices is established on a 
quality and quantity basis.
